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JOHN CONCKLIN OF FLUSHING AND RYE, NEW YORK

1. John Concklin is the accepted founder of a pro- 
lific Fudson River Valley family, the members of which 
for more than 150 years spelled the name Concklin re- 
gardless of how others wrote it. Many persons have 
studied this family during the past century without as 
yet establishing one fact concerning John Concklin pre- 
vious to his purchase in 1665 of land in Rye while a 
resident of Flushing, Long Islend. 

Nothing is pained here by warming over speculative 
theories elsewhere in print regarding John Concklin's 
background. My own guess is that he was closely relat- 
ed to John and Ananias Concklin of Salem, Mass., and 
Fastern Long Island; N.Y. [Vide vols. 2] and 22, ante, 
for some account of the families of these brothers. 
Though evidently a generation younger, this John most 
certainly was not a son of either. Fe may heve been a 
son of that Jacob Concklyne, glass maker, of Awlsworth 
Perish, Nuthall, who on 12 April 1637 married Elizabeth 
Fickmen, spinster, et St. Nicholas Church.- Jacob may 
have been a brother or covsin of John and Ananias Conck- 
lyne. All three were plass-makers on the Derby-Notting- 
hamshire border. On 25 June 162, Flizabeth Concklyne, 
widow, of Nuthall, married Thomas Cooke, pistor (baker) 
of Ikeston, co. Derby. My opinion is that eventually 
the origin of John Concklin of Fye will be uncovered 
among the unpublished records of some Fnglish parish 
in which pglass-makers from Continentel Europe settled. 

Westchester County land records contain a copy of a 
deed dated 19 July 1665, by which John Budd, fr., of 
Rye in the jurisdiction of Connecticut sold to John 
Morgan and John Concklin of Flushing, County of York- 
shire, Long Island, a tract of land within the bounds 
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of the town of Rye. This tract was “bounded by the west 
by Mamaroneck River ean@ east to a Greate Fock in a bot- 
tome and to the South bounds with the creeke and to the 
North to the markt trees. The reare of the said land to 
be as broade as the front.” Witnesses: Elias Doughty 
and Edward Fisher. 

The complete destruction many years ago of virtually 
all Flushing's local records for that period leaves us 
in complete darkness regarding John Concklin's sojourn 
in that town. We know that a son, presumably the eld- 
est, was born about 1661, but whether in Flushing or 
elsewhere is unknown. 

On 27 Feb. 1676, on the same sheet on which the deed 
is written, a bill of sele was signed by John Concklin 
(with his mark), which begins: "I John Concklin of Rye 
in the County of Fairfield, my heirs Letc.] do acknow- 
ledge and signe over all my right and title and interest 
of this Bill of Sale belonging unto me the said John 
Conckline unto John Horton and Joseph Horton of Fye.” 
Witnesses; Benjamin Collier, Richard Mather. 

Richard Law, commissioner, wrote on the back of this 
paper: “Acknowledge; This bill of Sale on the other 
side is acknowledged to be signed over to John and Jo- 
seph Horton by John Concklin as appears by a note under 
his hend in Stamford, April ye 25, 1678." 

John Brundige, Register of Rye, entered the deed 18 
March 1691/2 “per me Joseph Lee, Recorder," after Lee 
had received a request dated 22 Feb. 1691/2 from John 
Galpin, John Horton and Joseph Horton to do so, as that 
day thev had divided the land among themselves. The 
division shows that land already owned by John Galpin 
and the land of Nicholas Hopping bounded the tract. 

No further reference to John Concklin is found. It 
is assumed that he removed to the southern pert of West- 
chester County and later, perhaps, to Philipsburrh (i.e. 
Philipse Manor). The given and family names of his wife 
are unrecovered. It seems likely that her given name 
was Felena. Six sons and two daughters are assigned to 
John Concklin. Five sons and both daughters named a 
son John, usually an eldest son. Three sons and both 
daughters named a dauchter Helena. A fourth son may 
have named a daughter Helena. It is highly probable 
that both John Concklin and his wife were dead by 1700, 
otherwise their names would appear as sponsors in bap- 
tismal records of the older grandchildren. 

No absolute evidence has been uncovered that John 
Concklin was the father of the children assigned to him; 
circumstantial evidence, as conclusive as such evidence 
is likely to be, is abundant. All children except Nich- 
olas@ and Fdmund® fit into a family pattern of given 
names for their children and interlocking sponsorships 
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at baptisms, according to Dutch Church custom. One son, 
Deliverance2, at marriage rave Rye as his birthplace. 
No records of baptism of children of Nicholas© have been 
found, but he named his first son John, and his third 
Edmund, and he probably had a daughter Helena. Fdmund@ 
Concklin is a mere shadow, but three sons of Johnl 
Concklin each named a son Edmund. Moreover, Deliver- 
ance* Concklin, Joseph2 Concklin, and their sister Cath- 
erine® Van Weert, were all sponsors at Sleepy Hollow 
for children of Elias3 Concklin, established as a son 
of Nicholas©. Elies in turn sponsored children of oth- 
er Concklins. 

Though the only known document bearing John Conck- 
lin's signature is signed with his mark, the standing 
of the families into which his children married leads 
to the belief that he was of the yeoman or burrher 
class. Nis sons Nicholas and John married into excel- 
lent English families; Deliverance, Samuel and Joseph 
into good Hudson Valley Dutch and French families. 
(French to a definite extent and other nationals to a 
lesser degree helped to form the Hudson Valley “"Dutch.") 
Eo consistently did some of the Philipsburgh and Cort- 
land Manor branches marry Dutch women, that their fami- 
lies soon were considered Dutch, which, in a hundred 
years, many were—in predominance of chromosomes, in 
speech and customs.

2. Nicholas® Concklin (John!) was born about 1661 
according to his own statement when "being aged about 
53 years or thereabouts” he appeared in Westchester Bo- 
rough Court on 13 April 1714 to make a deposition re- 
parding a layout of Eastchester land. He died in 1751 
at Kakisk, Orange County, N.Y., aged 90. He married, 
about 1690, Sarah Hunt, baptized in New York City, 29 
Nov. 1673, daughter of John and Alice Hunt of Eastches- 
ter. On 26 May 1722, she was named jn the will of her 
father's second wife, Grace Hunt, as "my daughter-in- 
law Sarah Concklin.” 

Several manuscripts state that Nicholas Concklin was 
in Eastchester by 1680, ared 20, but authority for the 
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statement has evaded me. On 18 March 1691, Nicholas 
Concklin and Sarah his wife of Eastchester sold to Jo- 
seph Barton of Fastchester their home lot and house 
bounded by lands of Richard Steele and Edward Avery, 
together with five acres in the third division within 
the northeast line of Eastchester Patent. Also, a 25- 
pound privilege and 15 acres of land in Northfield, 
Fastchester. On 17 Sept. 1691, Richard Headley of Fast- 
chester, end wife Mary, for £20 deeded to Nicholes 
Concklin of Eastchester, 28 acres of Eastchester land 
in a division laid out to the Headleys at Mount Hope 
(now the Tremont section of the Bronx). This land 
abutted on property of William Hayden and William Gray. 
Also, one acre of fresh meadow land and right in future 
distributions. 

Nicholas Concklin was among Eastchester men who took 
an oath of loyalty to the King upon order, 31 Jan. 1698. 
Bolton's History of Westchester, p. 22), states that on 
16 May 169971700 ten acres of land were voted by the 
town of Eastchester to Nicholas Concklin “on considera- 
tion thet he sell his home and home lot for use of a 
minister." The plan, however, did not meet the approv- 
al of the Fev. Joseph Morgan, who announced at a town 
meeting that he did not like Concklin's home lot "and 
also that the said piece of land is not a whole home 
lot." This item indicates that at that date Nicholas 
Concklin lived not far from St. Paul's Church, East- 
chester. 

Nicholas Concklin appears in Eastchester's Census of 
1698 with a household consisting of himself, Sarah (his 
wife), and John, Elias, Edmund and Sarah Concklin (their 
children). He was the only Concklin listed in the 1702 
Census in the towns of Westchester County, an indica- 
tion that the other Concklins were already tenants on 
the Manors, in New York City, or in residence west of 
the Hudson. He does not appear in the military census 
of the Westchester towns taken 1710. 

On 10 Nov. 1701, Samuel Ward, cordwainer, and wife 
Hannah, of New York City, sold to Nicholas Concklin of 
Eastchester for £0, 120 acres at Mile Square, “which 
did formerly belong unto Joseph James and given to Na- 
than Adams and is the 120 acres which I, Ward, bought 
of Nathan Adams." This land lay southeast of Yonkers 
and places Nicholas on the border of Philipse Manor 
(Mile Square, to-day, is a locality in the Bronx). Nich- 
Olas Concklin, carpenter, of Mile Square in Westches- 
ter, and wife Sarah, in April 1708 sold for £80 to Noah 
Barton of Eastchester, 120 acres at Mile Square former- 
ly owned by Joseph James “that I bought of Samuel Werd.” 

Nicholas Concklin was a Westchester Borough rrand 
juror in June 1711 and in 171%. In May 1712 he was in 
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court to take in his bond for the appearance of Ann 
Winn, servant of Joseph Budd, Esq., who had fulfilled 
the bond by her appearance. 

The Westchester Court in its December 1717 session 
ordered that Nicholas Concklin “be kept in custody for 
ye peace and good behaviour of all his Majesties sub- 
jects especially to Samuel Hunt and his family until he 
gives sufficient baile." At the June 1718 session Nich- 
Olas Concklin “sppeared upon his recognizance and hum- 
bled himself to ye cort and the court ordered him to be 
discharged of his recognizance paying his fees." In 
the December 1718 court, in the case of Nelson vs. 
Concklin, the plaintiff stated in person that he had no 
action against the defendant nor had he ever ordered 
any. 

Nicholas Concklin removed to the Kakiat Patent, Hav- 
erstraw Precinct, then in Orange County, now in Rock- 
land, probably in 1719, the year that precinct was es- 
tablished. His oldest son John's merriere is entered 
1 Jen. 1719/20 at Tappan [Orange County] Dutch Church. 
John gave his birthplace as Eastchester, but he was 
"now living at Kakiat." The land of Nicholas centered 
at what is now Pomona, Ramapo Township. He was a lerge 
holder of Kakiat land, but there is nothing to indicate 
that he was among the Englishmen who purchased the Pat- 
ent in 1712, though he held a partner's rights. 

Nicholas Kancklin of Orange County, carpenter, for 
£70 deeded 200 acres of Kakiat land to William Kammel 
[Campbell] on 30 April 1722. This deed covers "one- 
quarter part of the conveyed lands of a fifty pound 
right" in the Kakiat Patent, "first draft of East Div- 
ision."” 

On 28 April 1725, Nicholas Concklin deeded lend to 
his son Edmund, and the deed was recorded 22 Sept. 17)6 
at the recuest of Nicholas. 

On 28 Jan. 1726/7, Nicholas Concklin of Faeverstraw, 
Orange County, N.Y., yeoman, deeded to John Palmer for 
£90 a 100-acre tract of land and buildings in Cakcatek 
{Kakiat] in the last division lying on the north side 
of Joseph Wood's 100 acres. The witnesses were Joseph 
Tompkins and Cornelius Herring. Nicholas entered his 
cattle mark, 27 April 1726, Court of General Sessions, 
Orange County. 

Cole's History of Rockland County, N.Y. (published 
by Beers, 


contains a map by W. S. Pelletreau show- 
ing Rockland's Patents layouts. Py this map and other 
sources, some &00 acres may be credited to Nicholas 
Concklin, but there is some evidence that he had other 
holdings in Kakiat lands, mountain lots, and rights. 

By 1730 he had deeded 00 acres to others. His home 
farm was a |:00-acre tract (Lot No. 1 North Moiety) at 
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Pomona directly south of the western terminal of Hook 
mountain, the spiney ridge that turns from the Hudson 
at Haverstraw and mekes a gentle arc westward for about 
four miles before breaking up. It is fortunate that 
“Mr. Cole interviewed Mr. George® Concklin (Josiah), 
Isaact, Joshua?, Nicholes@), who was born in 1820, only 
sixteen years after the death of his freat-grandfather 
Joshua? Concklin (1707-180). The statement that Nich- 
olas© Concklin died in 1751 aged 90 evidently came from 
Mr. George Concklin, and appears first in Cole's Rock- 
land. Mr. George Concklin repurchased several farms 
that hed gone out of the family end owned some 600 
acres, 200 of which were in fruit trees. Cole's Fock- 
land, p. 310, states: "Mr. [George] Concklin's home- 
stead is the original tract....IJt has been the custom 
in the Concklin family from the first peneration for 
the parents to divide the real estate among the chil- 
dren during their life time....The divisions have been 
made on an averare once every 30 years." 

At this writing (199) the Conckilin orchards are op- 
erated by Mr. Gordon Concklin, e frrandson of Mr. George 
Concklin, and his sons who represent not only the °th 
reneration in occupancy but also in fruit fprowing. No 
deeds are on record showing the dispersal of the lands 

f Nicholas@ to his children except the early deed to 
Edmund, and none is found that covers the transfer of 
any Kakiat Patent lends by his descendants until after 
the Revolution. It must be assumed that such records 
pang lost in the disastrous Tapran Court House fire in 
1774 

Children of Nicholas Concklin and Sarah Hunt, all 
probebly born at Eastchester:

(7?) Helena, b. say 1702. In the Minutes of Proceedings 
of the Commission for Settling the Contested Bounds 
of the Patents Kakiate and Cheesecocks, 1771 (origin- 
al in Library of N. Y. Historical Society), the rec- 
ord shows that certain "ancient witnesses" were exam- 
ined. Among those called were John Concklin, Joshua 
Concklin, Helena Concklin and Isaac Conckiin. All 
four were sworn and’ examined bv Kakiat and cross-ex- 
amined by Cheesecocks attorneys. Their actual testi- 
mony is not found. Isaac Concklin hai a secon? wife, 
Lena Van Zuyl, but it is not likely that she was the 
"ancient witness," Helena Concklin. The matter will 
be discussed at length under Isaac (No. 16). 

16 vii. (?) Isaac, b. savy 1705. 
17 viii. Joshua, b. 2 Oct. 1707 "at Eastchester" (g.s.). 
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3. John Concklin (John? ) evidently was born about 
1664-65, probably in Flushing, Long Island. By 7 Dec. 
i608, he had married Mehitabel Hadley, widow of Joseph 
Hadley of Fordham, Westchester County, as on that date 
she, as “widow of Joseph Hadley and now ye wife of John 
Conckline of Yonkers," submitted the inventory of her 
deceased husband's estate. A memorendum with the inven- 
tory mentions two children "Joseph and Mehitabel Hadley 
for whom John Concklin and Mehitabel his wife promise 
to care until of age." She was the daurhter of Ceorre 
Tibbetts of Spuyten Duyvil Neck [Lower Yonkers) and his 
wife Mehitabel, daughter of William Betts. She hed mar- 
ried Hadley, a widower with two children, George and 
Mary, probably in 1691. She had two children by Hadley 
(Joseph and Mehitabel) as already mentioned. Fadley's 
two children by his first wife, Mary Richardson, were 
orphans under a fuardian's care on 20 Nov. 1695. 

The Fordham Census of 1698 was taken by Samuel Fitch- 
cock, step-father of Mehitabel (Tibbetts) (Fadley) 
Concklin, and places John Concklin and wife Mehitabel 
in Fordham with four children, Joseph, Mehitabel, John 
and Charity.. Presumably, the two children first named 
were Hadley's and the two younger children Concklin's. 

Much of the land surrounding the Van Cortlandt house 
in Van Cortlandt Park was once owned by John and Mehit- 
abel Concklin, as is shown by the description in a deed 
of confirmation given by Mehitabel's nephew George Tib- 
betts and his wife Dorcas on 13 May 1715. Elias Pough- 
ty hed sold one half of Yonkers Patent to George Tib- 
betts, the first, who left it to his son, George Tib- 
betts, the second, who on 12 Sept. 1691 gave 100 acres 
of it, along with other lands, to his sister Mehitabel 
and her husbend, Joseph Hadley. The Hadleys sold 25 
acres of this lend to Metthias Boeckhout or Bouckhout on 
13 Oct. 1691. Boeckhout sold to Frederick Philipse on 
22 Jan. 1695, and Philipse sold to Jecobus Ven Cortlendt 
on 10 Oct. 1699. “And whereas John Concklin and ye 
above seid Mehitabel his wife late ye wife of said Jo~ 
seph Hadley possessing the remaining 75 acres of the 
above 100 did sell ye same on 16 March 1699/1700 to Je- 
cobus Van Cortlandt," Ceorre Tibbetts, the third, son 
and grandson of the two previous Georges, confirmed the 
sale. 

John Concklin's sale to Jacobus Van Cortlandt prob- 
ably marks the date of his own removal to Philipsburgh. 
A manuscript genealogy of the early Concklins by Yr. 
Grenville C. Mackenzie, in the Library of the New York 
Gen. and Biog. Society, states that “the record of the 
layout of the Albany post road in 172% mentions John 
Concklin's new house on the west side of the road in 
southern Fastings just north of the Great Rock." 
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He was Collector of Philipsburgh in 1717. 

Mehitabel Concklin was dead by 1706 when the first 
child of John and Lydia Concklin was baptized at Sleepy 
Hollow (Tarrytown) Dutch Church. Lydia Concklin is No. 
11h among Sleepy Hollow Church members, joining 23 Apr. 
1717. He, as No. 174, joined 2 Apr. 1726. Both were 
living in 1729 when they acted as sponsors, but in 1732 
a John Concklin, identifiable as John3, son of John¢, is 
called senior in the church record. The family name of 
Lydia, John's second wife, is unrecovered. Various man- 
uscript genealogies state that she may have been a Van 
Weert or a Concklin. No evidence gives important sup- 
port to either theory. If a Concklin, she could only 
have been the widow of Edmund<, and that supposition 
does not seem likely.

Annatie, bp. 30 Aug. 1722; sponsors, Magiel Reyyerse 

and Marv his wife; no further record. 

x. dJannetie, bo. Sept. 1725; sponsors, Matthias Concklin 
and Sophia his wife. She was the Jannetje Concklin, 
"naagelaaben" daughter of John, who m. l; Nov. 178 
(Zion Lutheran Church, Lunenburgh, i.e. Athens, N.Y.) 
Benedictus Falckner. (Comnetent scholars state that 
"naagelaaben" was probably the nast participle of 
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an irregular platt-deutsch verb—a dialect snoken in 
the northern lowlands of Germany. It correspvon’s to 
the German "nachgelassen"—"left behind" or "surviv- 
ing"—used in reference to the estate of a deceased 
person, but replaces "nach" with the Dutch "naa," both 
meaning "behind" or "after." 

Benedictus Falckner, bp. 11 Avr. 1723 as "mevne 
soon" by the Rev. Justus Falckner, roving castor of 
the Lutheran churches in the Hudson Valley from New 
York City to Albany, was called an only son in his 
father's will dated 9 Sept. 1723, proved 11 Jan. 1723/ 
24. His older sister, Anna Catherina, m. Rev. William 
Christopher Berkermayer, minister at Lunenburgh and 
other Hudson River churches. It is probable that Jan- 
netje accompanied her brother John, after their fath- 
er's death, to the Lunenburgh section where Benedict- 
us was living with his sister. 

28 xi. Jonathan, b. 27 Apr., bo. 28 Oct., 1728; sponsors, Ja- 
cobus Stoutenburgh and Margareta his wife. 


5. Edmund Concklin (John!) is placed among 
Concklin's children beceuse Nicholas¢, Deliverance’, and 
Samuel* each nemed a son Edmund. 

The diary of John Cruger, an owner and supercargo of 
the Prophet Daniel, Capt. Henry Appel, mester, throws a 
light on him. Cruger, a young merchant who later was 
mayor of New York, sailed from that city on the Prophet, 
15 July 1698, bound with three other vessels for the In- 
Gian Ocean. One vessel, owned by Frederick Philipse, 
proprietor of Philipsburgh, was taken by an East India 
Company frigate. A second surrendered to pirates, and 
a third made a return of £30,000 for its owners by sell- 
ing its cargo to pirates at Madagascar, and later sell- 
ing passage home at exorbitant rates to 29 homesick pi- 
rates. Pirates seized the Prophet Daniel at Fort Dau- 
phin, Madagascar, late in August 1699. They were led by 
Richard Moore, and at lesst one pirate, Robert Hunt, was 
recognized by Cruger as coming from Westchester County. 
After looting the ship, the freebooters turned it over 
to Abraham Samuel, "King of Fort Dauphin,” who sold it 
to Isaac Ruff, Thomas Wells, Edmund Concklin and Edward 
Woodman. The purchasers, accompanied by Capt. Appel, 
Jacobus Meenen and Isaac Lawrence of the ship's company, 
set sail for New York. Mr. Cruger sailed for home, 18 
Nov. 1699, on another ship. (Valentine's Manual. 

It is well established that Frederick Philipse owned 
ships in the India trade, and it msy be assumed that Ed- 
mund Concklin was one of his mariners. 

The perentage of Tobias Concklin of Eastchester, 
Westchester County, has never been established. He was 
of an age thet should have placed hjm in the Census of 
1698, hed he been a son of Nicholas“ or John Concklin. 
It is not unlikely thet he was a son of Edmund, and here 
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he is so placed. No record of Edmund Concklin's wife 
is found. If Philipse family records for the early 
1700s ever become available, it is likely that mention 
of various Concklins will be found. 

Probable child of Edmund Concklin and : 


29 i. Tobias?, probably b. ca. 169); m. after 1721; d. before 
1741, childless. Dinah (or Diana) DeVoor avvears with 
a younger sister in the household of her father Fred- 
erick DeVoor in the Fordham Census of 1698; it may be 
assumed that she was born by 1696. On 10 June 1721, 
her father in a deed mentioned her as wife of Lewis 
Guion. On 28 Apr. 1735, Rev. John Standard (Rector 
of St. Paul's Church, Eastchester) and wife Mary deed- 
ed to Tobias Conkling, gentleman, of Eastchester, and 
Diana his wife, a house and 22 acres of Eastchester 
land adjoining land of Lewis Guion, deceased. Will of 
Frederick DeVoor, Sr., of Fordham Manor, dated 25 Jan. 
1741, names "dau. Dinah late wife of Tobias Concklin 
and her children by her former husband Lewis Guion"— 
names of her children given. On 18 Mar. 1772, Diana 
Concklin, late Guion, of Eastchester, widow, deeded 
to her grandson Charles Guion of Eastchester, land 
“as same was granted to said Diana Concklin and Tobias 
Concklin in jointenance by the Rev. Thomas Standard." 


6. Deliverance Concklin (John!) was born in Rye, 
N. Y. (then in Connecticut), according to his statement 
mede at the time of his marriage. The date probablywas 


about 1672. On 2 Oct. 1695 he married [New York Dutch 


Church], Engeltje [Angelica] Boeckhout, baptized 11 Mar. 
1678 (New York Dutch Church], daughter of Matthias Jans- 
zen Boeckhout of New York, Lower Yonkers and Sleepy Hol- 
low. Her father was that "Capt. Matthias Boeckhout who 
sailed a coaster," and her mother, Elizabeth, daughter 
of Theophilus Ellsworth. [See Ellsworth Family, New 
York Gen. and Biog. Record, vol. 6.] The marriage took 
place while the Boeckhouts were in Lower Yonkers, and 

it seems probable that Deliverance was in residence 
there or with his brother John in Fordham. 

After his marriege, he evidently lived in New York 
for a few years. About 1700, Deliverance removed to the 
Sleepy Hollow section of Philipsburgh. He and his wife 
joined the church there 21 Aug. 1717, and are Nos. 117 
and 118 on the roll. He was elected a deacon in August 
1718 and again in 172) and an elder in 1735. In 1718 
he was an assessor of Philipsburgh. The date of his 
death has not been found, but several manuscript gene- 
alogies state that he died about 1752. He and his wife 
Engeltje appear many times as sponsors at Sleepy Hollow 
baptisms, the last on 29 Novy. 1736, when they were spon- 
sors for their grandson Deliverance, child of Abraham? 
and Meritje (Brouwer) Concklin. 
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Children of Deliverance© Concklin and Engeltje Broeck- 
hout (all but the first two baptized at Sleepy Hollow 
and parentage given):

John, bp. 20 Aug. 1700; sponsors, John Hermance and Ma- 
ritje Concklin. 

Heydeman (Edmund), bp. 10 Mar. 170); sponsors, Jacob 
Van Weert and Beelitje his wife. 

Leverens (Deliverance), a twin, bp. 22 Aug. 1705; spon- 
sors, Isaac Sie and Antje his wife. 

Engeltje, a twin, bp. 22 Aug. 1705; sponsors, Gerrit 
Van Weert and Cathalyntje his wife. She m. at Tarry- 
town, 15 May 1725, Stephen Ecker, b. Philivsburgh, 
son of Wolfert Ecker. Note: In printed records of 
the Sleeny Hollow Church, the marriage immediately 
following that of Stephen Ecker and Engeltie Concklin 
is given as that of Jan Willemse and a second Engel- 
tie Concklin on 29 May 1725. The Burhans copy of the 
same records (N. Y. Gen. and Biog. Soc. Library) gives 
the marriage as that of Jan Willemse and Sara Smit, a 
statement proved correct by the baptism of Jan Wil- 
lemse's first child, Rissert, on 2 Avr. 1726, parents 
Jan Willemse and Sara, and by parentage of children 
baptized later. 

Elizabeth, bo. 1 June 1708; sponsors, Jan Boeckhout, 
Elizabeth Gardenier; m. at Tarrytown, 22 Sept. 1733, 
Johannis Brower, b. early in 1702, son of Samuel 
Brower and Grietje his wife. 

Catharina, bo. 16 Aug. 1708; sponsors, Jan Woet, Chris- 
tina Van Weert; m. at Tarrytown, 30 Aug. 1729, Thomas 
Strefus, b. White Plains, both living in White Plains, 
she b. Philipsburgh. The name Strefus also appears 
as Trabus, Treefus, Triffus, ani probably is Trairs. 

Abraham, bp. 25 Mar. 1712; sponsors, Abraham Van Dyck 
and Elizabeth his wife. 

Sara, bp. 25 May 171k; sponsors, Jan Van Tassel, Sara 
Kuyper; d. young. 

Zara, bp. 21 Aug. 1716; sponsors, Jan Van Tassel and 
Catherine his wife; m. at Tarrytown, 25 Aor. 171, 
Johannis Slot, b. in Westchester, living in Philips- 
burgh. 


8. Samuel® Concklin (John!) was born about 1676. He 
removed about 1700 to Butter Hill (Storm King Mountain) 
and settled on the south bank of Murderer's Creek (Mood- 
na Creek) in Cornwall, Orange County, N.Y. He may be 
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safely recognized as the founder of the oldest mountain 
family in the Eastern States. For nearly 250 years, he 
or his descendants bearing the name have been in contin- 
uous residence in and about the Ramapo Mountains, the 
Orange Mountains, the hills of northwest New Jersey and 
the Highlands of the Hudson. His arrival in the High- 
lands antedates any settlement in the mountain sections 
of New England or in any other part of the Appalachian 
Renge. 

Goon Dutch Church records show that on “May 1701 
are these persons with names Samuel Conclin young man 
and Annatje Joachims widow of Vroyllen Johannis Jorchze 
Both living at Haverstroij in County Orange After three 
fundays church proclamation without any objection in 
the lawful state of marriage been confirmed" ([N. Y. Gen. 
and Biog. Society copy, dated September 1909, of Dr. D. 
S$. Cole's translation of Tappan Dutch Church marriage 
records]. Haverstraw at that date was an indefinite 
territory west of the Hudson. New York Dutch Church 
records show that on 12 May 1693, Johannis Minne, J.M. 
from Freidland and Annaken Jochems, J.D. born at Flat- 
bush were married. He was living at Haverstraw and she 
in Philipsburgh. Johannes Minne died in the winter of 
1695-6. She married second, Johannes Jurckse, a widow- 
er who died soon after. She was a daughter of Jochem 
Wouters (Van Weert). As Antje Van Weert wife of Samuel 
Concklin, she is No. 65 on Sleepy Hollow (Tarrytown) 
Dutch Church records. Che apparently died about 1706. 

An Orange County Census taken in the fall of 1702 
(0 families, 268 persons, 16 slaveholders) lists Samu- 
el Concklin, wife Hanna, one male child, “three gerels”® 
and one slave. Only one girl, Rachel, was Samuel's 
child. At Orange County Sessions Court, October 1703, 
warrants were issued for Samuel Concklin, Katherine 
Courtland and Urian Springsteen for non-payment of taxes. 

Records of the Dutch Church at Tappan show that on 
29 June 1709, Samuel Concklin and Immetje Hey, with 
sponsors Cornelius Haring and Titie Hey, presented their 
son Samuel for baptism. A footnote in Cole's Rockland 
County states: "This last entry is made just as we have 
given it, and yet it is added that the child was 'niet 
gedoopt'—not baptized. The reason is given.” Tappan 
Church records are no longer available for verification 
of Mr. Cole's statement. That 29 June was not the date 
of birth of Samuel, Jr., is indicated by the fact that 
Joseph Concklin, Samuel's brother, also presented a 
child for baptism the same day. 

The Rev. Joshua Kocherthal, pastor of the Lutheran 
Congregation then recently established at Quassaic (New- 
burgh), came to Samuel's rescue. Entries in records of 
the New York City and West Camp Lutheran Churches state 
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that "in the middle of July 1709 were the following chil- 
dren baptized by Mr. Kocherthal in the Hooglands (High- 
lands) at William Southerling's [Sutherland's] house on 
Quassaic Creek.” Among these children were Peter Samuel 
and John sons of “Samel Concklin and his wife Emiken." 
The baptism is dated 17 July 1709. “Samuel” at Tappan 
had become "Peter Samuel" at Quassaic. 

Samuel Concklin's second wife was Immetje Hew or Hey, 
daughter of Harman Hey and Tryntje Van Ditmarsen, found- 
ers of a family that under the anglicized name Hay was 
prominent in Colonial and Revolutionary Orange County. 
The exact date of the marriage has not been recovered. 
The Orange County Census of 1712 puts Samuel Concklin in 
Haverstraw with a wife and two boys. Presumably the 
daughter Rachel was with her mother's family in Philips- 
burgh (Philipse Manor). In a 1715 list of inhabitants 
living "at the west of the High Lands,” Samuel Concklin 
appears with 32 others. 

In 1785, Samuel's son Deliverance, aged 71, when a 
witness in the boundary suit between owners of Wawayanda 
and Cheesecocks Patents, put the early migrations of the 
family on record. He stated that he was born at Butter 
Hill in Cornwall Township where the family stayed until 
he was eight years old (ca. 1722). They then removed to 
Wickham's Pond (Warwick Township, Orange County). "He 
went away to Haverstraw when 19" (1733). He moved from 
there to Wawayanda “after he was married after he was 31 
years old" (1745). He lived at Wawayanda three years, 
then went back to Haverstrew. Samuel Concklin and his 
family apparently left Wickham's Pond and removed to 
Haverstraw with Deliverance. 

In 1738 when Capt. Charles Clinton (father of Gov. 
George and Gen. James Clinton of the Revolutionary War ) 
surveyed the Cheesecocks lands for the patentees, he 
made comments on the various lots ("The Marble Book," 
Clinton's original notebook, Orange County Clerk's Of- 
fice). The Concklins were in the southeastern tier of 
lots on the north side of Minisceongo Creek directly 
west of Haverstraw Villege. Lot No. 6 had a log house 
where Samuel Concklin lived and another near it where a 
widow lived. The land around Samuel Concklin's house 
was leased to Deliverance Conckling by Samuel Mills. 

The lot was "as good as any of the lots yet described.” 
Lot No. 9 “begins off northeast bank of Minnesecongo 
brook contains 295 acres. This lot has Samuel Conck- 
ling's, Dirck Crom's and John Haycock's houses on it.” 
(To-day, it is covered with the houses and factories of 
West Haverstraw.) This second reference may be to Sam- 
uel Concklin, Jr. The fact that the lend around Samuel 
Concklin's house (on Lot No. 6) in 1738 was worked by 
Deliverance Concklin mey indicate that his father was in 
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poor health. Did Deliverance's marriage and removal to 
Wawayanda about 17/5 mean that his father was dead?

Edmund, b. 1715 "in the Highlands," bp. Sept. 1717 "in 
the Highlands" (Quassaic Church); sponsors, John Mak- 
leen (Maklin) and Mary his wife; no further record. 

Catherine, b. 20 Apr., bp. 22 June, 1718 (Quassaic 
Church); sponsors, Will Sutherland and wife. On 9 
and 10 Jan. 1764, a Katherine Concklin witnessed con- 
veyances signed by Samuel Concklin and wife Mary of 
Orange County. 


9. Joseph® Concklin (John!) was born probably about 
1680 in Westchester County. He first appears in 1701 
when he and his sister Catalyntie were sponsors for Kel- 
ena, daughter of their sister Maritie and her husband 
Berent Dutcher. He married, ebout 170), Rebecca Heyart 
who appears to have been his only wife. He was living 
in Philipsburgh in 1705, as is shown by the marriage 
statement of Maritie his oldest daurhter. 

Presumably, he was the Joseph Concklin named by the 
Committee for Bellmen of New York City [N. Y. Common 
Council Recs.], which on 21 Dec. 1706 reported to the 
council that five inhabitants of the city had agreed to 
act as bellmen from 26 November past to 1 April 1707. 

Ke received 20 pounds for his services. He lived in 
Orange County for a time, as children were baptized at 
Tappan in 1709 and 1711. In the 1712 Census of Orange- 
town [Tappan], he and his wife appear with three boys 
and one girl, all under 16, also one female slave. He 
hed returned to Philipsburgh by March 1713. 

Joseph Concklin was named assessor of Philipsburgh in 
June 1716. In the December 1717 session of the West- 
chester Supreme Court, he appeared in a suit areinst one 
Huesson. Febecca Concklin wes living in 1725 when as 
wife of Joseph she was a witness to the baptism of Maria 
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daughter of Walter and Antie Jons. She, perhaps, was 
dead by 29 June 1728 when Rebecca, first child of her 
daughter Maritie and Isaac Namburgh was baptized at 
Sleepy Hollow, the sponsors being Joseph Concklin and 
Aeltie Namburch. 

The layout of the Kings Highway (Albany Post Road) 
in 1723 shows that Joseph Concklin was living at Dobbs 
Perry, and it is probable that he remained there until 
after 1730 [Mackenzie Mss.]. 

Westchester County land records contain a deed dated 
21 May 1736 in which William Skinner and Elizabeth his 
wife, of Perth Amboy, N.J. [owners of part of Van Cort- 
landt Manor], deeded to Joseph Concklin and John Bassely 
Jr., both of Cortlandt Manor, for £360, land known as 
Lot No. 3, being 1886 acres bordering on the east side 
of the Hudson River. This land apparently ley at or 
near the site of Peekskill. 

Children of Joseph Concklin and Rebecca Heyart (fa- 
ther named at all baptisms, the mother for children iii 
and iv at Tappan; the other children baptized at Sleepy 
Hollow, Tarrytown):

Isaac, bp. 24 Mar. 1713; sponsors, Barent Dutcher and 
wife Maritje. 

Helena, bp. 2); May 171h; sponsors, Deliverance Concklin 
and Lydia Concklin. She m. by 1731, John Besselie, 
Jr., of Sleepy Hollow, bp. 21 Mar. 1711, son of John 
Besselie and Antje Sibout. 

Janet, bp. 23 Apr. 1717; sponsors, John Van Weert and 
Janetie Van Weert. No further record. 

Jacob, bp. 21 Apr. 1719; sponsors, Jacob Wilze and Abi- 
gail his wife.

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REBECCA, WIFE OF REVEREND ISAAC CUSHMAN

Descendants of Robert Cushman (1855), by Henry Wyles 
Cushman, which we shall refer to hereafter as the Cush- 
men Genealogy, states on page 101: "Rev. Isaac? Cush- 
man, born at Plymouth Feb. 8, 1647-8, married Mary Rick- 
ard, probebly about 1675 as their first child was born 
Nov. 1776 lsic, doubtless a typographical error for 
1676); she was born 165) and died at Plympton Sept. 27, 
1727 age 73.*° 

Page 121: "Of his wife Rebeckah (so it is spelled 
in the original records) Rickard we know but little. 

She was a member of quite a large family that settled 
in Plympton. Three of the name of Rickard were among 
those who joined the Church at Plympton at its organiza- 
tion in 1698. They were probably her relatives, perhaps 
her father and mother. She was 21 and he was 27 at date 
of marriage; she being 6 years older than her husband. 
She died 5 years before him, age 73. Her monument 
Stands next that of her husband's and reads ‘here lies 
buried ye body of Mrs. Rebeckah Cushman wife of ye Rev'd 
Mr. Isaac Cushman dec. Sept. ye 3rd 1727, in ye 73rd yr. 
of her age.'* 

The Cushman Genealogy is not only very confusing but 
contradictory in regard to the wife of Rev. Isaac Cush- 
man. Except for the day of the month, precisely the 
same date and age are stated for the wife "Mary”™ and 
for the wife "Rebeckah,” and the statement that the lat- 
ter was six years older than her husband is of course 
erroneous, since Rev. Isaac was born 16);7-8 and Rebecca 
in 1654, and she would be some six years younger than 
her husband. It is difficult to understand just what 
Mr. Cushman intended to write, but he evidently was very 
much confused, and it seems probable that when writing 
about Rev. Isaac, thinking of him as son of Thomas and 
Mary, he inadvertently (on page 101) wrote Mary as the 
name of the wife of Isaac. There is absolutely no rec- 
ord that Isaacd ever had a wife Mary or that he was ever 
married to anyone but Rebecca, who certainly was the 
mother of all his children and his wife up to within 
five years of his death. 

Savage, Genealogical Dictionary (1860), vol. l, p. 

91, states; wlife] Rebecca 
Rickard, whose flather] is not told, he hed Isaac, b. 
15 Nov. 1676; Rebecca, 30 Nov. 1678; Mary, 12 Oct. 1682; 
Sarah, 17 Apr. 168; Ichabod, 30 Oct. 1686; and Fear, 10 
Mer. 1689.* 

Davis, Landmarks of Plymouth (1°83), in the genealo- 
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gical section, under Cushman states that Isaac married 
Rebecca daurhter of Ciles Ricard 1675; but under Rick- 
ard fails to attribute to Giles a daurhter Rebecca or 
any daughter who married Isaac Cushman, but, stranre 

to relate, states of John Rickard, son of Giles, that 
he m. 1651 Esther Barnes and head Mary who m. Isaac Cush- 
man, and a son John 1657. 

It will be seen from the above that the Cushman Gene- 
alogy was probably the first printed source to identify 
the wife of Rev. Isaac Cushman as a Rickard, followed 
by Savage; and then Davis copied from one or the other 
but added to the confusion in his ettempts to stete the 
perentage of Rebecca, or of Mary as he calls her under 
the Rickard family. 

In the Librery of the New England Historic Cenealor- 
Scal Society, there are three bundles or parcels which 
belonged to Henry Wyles Cushman, euthor of the Cushman 
Genealogy. One bundle contains his notes, memoranda, 
and working material for his fenealory, es well as his 
correspondence with many persons who were furnishing 
data or helping him to verify his material. There are 
several letters referring to the wife of Rev. Isaac, 
and they show that an attempt was mede to prove her par- 
entage before the book was published. 

Among the correspondents interested, we found William 
S. Russell of Plymouth, who wrote The Cuide to Plymouth. 
He stated in one of hire letters: “Isaac was ordained 


Oct. 27, 1698 at which time he end others were dismissed 
to Plympton Church and Rebecca Cushman his wife (I con- 
clude) and whose maiden name was Rickard as Mr. Predford 
of Plympton once told me, was also dismissed at the same 


time. In another letter, Mr. Russell in 185) states 
that he has been unable to find proof of this. Thus we 
find the information foes back to Lewis Bradford. 

Lewis Bradford was born in Plympton in 1768 and died 
in 1851, four years before Cushmen published his fene- 
alogy.- He was Town Clerk of Plympton for forty years 
and a well-known authority on the early Plymouth fami- 
lies. The preface to the printed Vital Records of 
Plympton states: "In March 1812 Lewis Bradford became 
town clerk and held office until 1851. During the term 
of his office he often added information to the records 
of previous town clerks in his own entries, events that 
took place before he took office. Those in brackets 
belong to such entries made by him." It is apparent 
that he had no proof of the maiden neme or parentare of 
Rebecca wife of Isaac Cushman, since he edded nothing 
beside her name in the Plympton Vital Records. We have 
found that his papers, diary, corresyondence and rfrene- 
elorical notes are at the Plympton Public Library. Among 
his Cushman papers is the notation, “matters to be 
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looked for: to find the name of Mrs. Rebecca Cushman 
wife of Rev. Isaac said to be Rickard and to find wheth- 
er it was so.” This memorandum was dated October 1829, 
only about a hundred years after Rebecca's death. 

It is evident from the foregoing that Lewis Bradford, 
although quoted as having heard that Rebecca was a Rick- 
ard, never had or succeeded in finding proof; and that 
Rebecca's identity had not been established at the time 
the Cushman Genealogy went to press. So much doubt was 
expressed in the correspondence preceding the publica- 
tion of the volume, that Mr. Cushman's failure to in- 
sert at least a footnote to make clear the uncertain and 
tentative nature of the Rickard statement seems strange 
and wellnigh inexcusable. But, as already pointed out, 
the statements in the book regarding Isaac Cushman's 
wife are confused and conflicting. 

The writers of this article have made a very careful 
and exhaustive search of town, colony, church, probate 
and land records pertaining to Plymouth and Plympton, 
and have been unable to find any record in which the 
Rickard and Cushman families are named together in the 
first two or three generations. In regard to the state- 
ment that Mary was a daughter of John@ Rickard, there is 
no evidence that John@ and Esther (Barnes) Rickard ever 
had a daughter Mary. The only child found recorded to 
them was John on Nov. 2), 1657. The Davis statement 
that Isaac married Rebecca daughter of Giles Rickard is 
erroneous. The children of the first Giles were a gen- 
eration too early, and the children of Giles< are all 
named in his will and he had no daughter Rebecca. We 
can feel quite sure that if he had a daughter married 
to Rev. Isaac Cushman, she would have been mentioned 
with his other married daughters. 

The records are clear that Isaac married Rebecca 

by 1675; that she was the mother of all his chil- 
dren as recorded in Plymouth Colony Records [The May- 
flower Descendant, 1:210]; and that she died Sept. 4, 
1727 in her 74rd year according to Plympton Vital Rec- 
ords and as inscribed on. her monument. 

In our search of the colony records end deeds for 
Rickard-Cushman data, the name most often associated 
with that of Cushman was that of Harlow. This is sig- 
nificant. In all the records we found not a single item 
that even hinted of a marriage connection at that period 
between the Rickards and Cushmans, but there are several 
items and much circumstantial evidence to indicate that 
Rebecca wife of Rev. Isaac Cushman may have been Rebec- 
cae Harlow, daughter of Sergt. William and Rebecca 
(Bartlett) Harlow. 

We wish it clearly understood that in all our search 
we found not one single record which could be called 
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actual proof of the suggested identification, but we did 
find considerable evidence of ea circumstantial nature: 


1. Rebecca Harlow was born June 12, 1655. She thus 
would have been 72 on June 12, 1727, and in her 74rd 
year in Sept. 1727 when Mrs. Rebecca Cushman died. The 
ege, in other words, is exactly in harmony. 

2. No marriage record has been found of Rebecca Har 
low, and there is no clue in wills and deeds pointing to 
her marriage to anyone else. 

3. No death record has been found of Rebecca Harlow, 
unmarried. Sergt. William Harlow had eight daurhters; 
seven were living when his estete was settled in 1690 
but are not named. All but three can be accounted for: 
Rebecca, Hannah and Mehitable. We believe Hannah is the 
Hannah Harlow who died in 1689 [Plymouth Records]. 

h. W4lliam@ Harlow, half-brother of Rebecca, married 
Lydia Cushman, a sister of Rev. Isaac. Two or three 
intermarriages between members of the same families were 
the rule rather than the exception, as all rfeneelorical 
students have observed. 


Relationships and close association between the Cush- 
man and Harlow families are also shown by the following 
items: 

Nathaniel@ Harlow, half-brother of Rebecca, married 
Abigail (Church) Buck, a of James, whose daughter 
Mary Buck married Allerton4 Cushman, a nephew of Rev. 
Isaac, the husband of Rebecca. 

William! Harlow's estate was indebted 15 shillings to 
Isaac Cushman, and—most important—Iseec was a surety 
on the bond_of the widow, Mary Harlow. 

Ben jamin¢ Harlow, the youngest child of Sergt. Wil- 
liam Harlow, removed to Southold, L.I., and gave power 
of attorney to "my good friend Isaac Cushman” [Jr.], to 
dispose of his property in Middleboro. 

Benoni Lucas, who married Rebecca Harlow's half-sis- 
ter Repentance Harlow, and received lend that was Wil- 
liam Harlow's, was one of the overseers and witnesses 
of the will of Rev. Isaac Cushmen and was called "loving 
friend." 

Mercy widow of Isaac Cushmen, Jr., had in the divi- 
sion of his estete the homestead formerly Fev. Isaac's, 
and it touched land of Nathaniel Herlow. 

Incidentally, the only deed of Rev. Isaec which was 
signed by his wife Rebecca was dated Jan. 9, 1699. 

To sum up: there is no evidence that Rev. Isaac ever 
had a wife Mary; he did have a wife Rebecca, born 165)-5 
and died Sept. 4%, 1727, whom he married about 167-5. 
Her age at death arrees with the birth date of Rebecca 
Harlow, and they may well have been identical. 


THE FAMILY OF DANIEL BATES, OF HANOVER, N.J., 
ND CINCINNATI AND SANDUSKY COUNTY, OHIO 


By Edward Church Smith, Esq., of Lakewood, Ohio 


As a result of the information obtained from his Pen- 
sion File in the National Archives (1), and the recent 
researches at Fremont, Ohio, by the author, the follow- 
ing synopsis of the career and family of Daniel Bates, 
Revolutionary War soldier of Morris County, N.J., will 
serve to correct several manifest errors in genealogical 
literature. The compilers of the Official Roster of 
Soldiers of the American Revolution Buried in Ohio (2) 
heave confused Lower Sandusky in Sandusky County with 
Sandusky in Erie County. The Bates ancestry of Daniel, 
given in the Compendium of American Genealogy, is also 
in error as noted below. 


Daniel Bates. A resident of Sandusky County, Ohio 
(in 1832), living within a mile and a half of Lower San- 
dusky [now Fremont], aged 69 years. (1) 


Birth. March 27, 1763, in Morris County, N.J., near 
the Passaic River, being about eight miles east of Mor- 
ristown [probably at Hanover]. (1) 


Family. . Daniel's father died when he, Daniel, was 
about three years old [about 1766]. Daniel was bound 
out until he was 16 years of age, when his name was en- 
tered on the roll of the Militia where he lived. Was 
not drafted, but volunteered. (1) 


Service. Enlisted July 1, 1780, as Private, Minute- 
man, Drummer Boy, in Capt. Benjamin Minard's Company, 
Eastern Battalion, Morris County New Jersey Militia, 
Col. Sylvanus Seeley's Regt. State Troops. Re-enlisted 
July 41, 1780, for six months, as Private in Colonel's 
Company, Lieut. Derrick Lane commanding, Second Battal- 
ion, Second Establishment, New Jersey. Discharged Dec. 
31, 1780. 

Enlisted Jan. 28, 1782, for 12 months, in Capt. Jonas 
Ward's Company. Called to perform tours when British 
forces made raids in New Jersey. Employed keeping guard 
on the lines. Not in any battle; only in several skir- 
mishes. ete oy Jan. 1, 1783. When Daniel Bates 
moved west in 1759, he left his discharge papers in the 
hands of his uncle, who by 1832 had been dead (so he 
thought ) about 30 years [d. ca. 1802). (1) (4) (kh) 


Marriages. Daniel Bates m. lst, at Hanover, N.J., 
Nov. 22, 17¢7, Mary Kitchell, dau. Moses and Phebe 
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Kitchell, who d. Cincinnati, Ohio, in 1799. (5) Daniel 
Bates m. 2nd, probably at Cincinnati, in 1801, Sarah Os- 
borne (2), who, according to family tradition, died in 
the summer of 18:2, in Green Creek Township, Sandusky 
County, Ohio. 


Residence. Daniel Bates moved from New Jersey to 
Cincinnati, Ohio, arriving in December, 1789, where he 
remained during the Indian Wears of Generals Harmar, St. 
Clair and Wayne, when he served as Master of Transporta- 
tion to the West. (1) In 1809 he was living at Indian 
Hill, Columbia Township, Hamilton County, Ohio. (23) 
Late in 1822, however, through the Federal Land Office 
at Delaware, Ohio, he acquired 28); acres of land in the 
northeast corner of Ballville Township in Sandusky Co., 
Ohio, where in 1823 he settled and lived until 1836. In 
that year he bought 10 acres in the adjoining Green 
Creek Township in the same county, near its north line, 
where he lived the rest of his life. (1) (6) These 
findings are confirmed by U. S. Census enumerations (7); 
also by Census of Pensioners. (8) 


Burial. Daniel Bates died in Green Creek Township, 
Sandusky Co., Ohio, Feb. 6, 185, aged 82 years. He is 
buried in Dana Cemetery in that township, where his 
grave is marked by a marble headstone and flag sticker, 
erected about 19h fh, by the Soldiers' Relief Commission of 


Sandusky County. (9)

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CLUES IN RECOPDS OF ESSEX, ENGLAND, 
TO THE OFICIN OF CONNECTICUT COLCNY SETTLERS 


By Mrs. Genevieve Tylee Kiepura, of Soledad, California 


Editor's Note.—It gives us pleasure to present the following 
records and clues pertaining to surnames which are found early in 
Hartford, Windsor and Wethersfield, Conn. Mrs. Kiepura spent three 
months at the great Library in Salt Lake City going through the 
200,000 entries in Boyd's Index of Essex County Marriages for sur- 
names in which she is interested, and consulting additional English 
Sources available there. Boyd used abbreviations for all but the 
least common given names; these we have filled out for the better 
understanding of readers unfamiliar with the abbreviations. 

In using the word "Clues" in the heading of the article, we in 
no way wish to detract from the value of Mrs. Kiepura's discover- 
ies. We are satisfied that she has foun? the marriage of Andrew 
Warner the settler and that of his parents. Other identifications 
are less certain and some are frankly speculative. It has been our 
sad and frequent experience, that once the identification of an 
immigrant ancestor or his wife has been suggested by a rerutable 
genealogist as probable or even possible, it is at once seized up- 
on by amateur enthusiasts and reprinted as an establishe? fact. 
Hence this warning and the choice of the word "Clues" in the title. 

At the very least, the locality of the origin of certain fami- 
lies is here strongly sugcested. Those interested should obtain 
a search of Essex wills, and of the indicated parish registers for 
baptisms, since only marriages are included in Boyd's Index. It is 
sincerely hoped that the publication of this article may lead to 
further research along these lines, bringing to light additional 
records sufficient to prove thé English connections here suggested.

and thet Mary (Purchas) Warner died between 12 May and 
17 July 1627.

The Warners of this region, as mentioned in the pub- 
lished genealogy of 1919, supposedly were cadet branches

tiquities of Essex (vol. 1, p. 311; vol. 2, p. Sh), but 
insufficient to establish the connection of other Essex 
Warner families with the manorial family.

After 
the dissolution of the religious houses, the manor of 
Little Sampford alias Friors was granted by Henry VIII

The appearance of the name Hanchett calls to mind Thomas

The wife of Andrew 
Warner was a Humphrey, and the question is whether Mich- 
ael Humphrey of Windsor may have been of this connection. 
Published claims that Michael was the son of Samuel, a 
letter from his mother fusanna sent from Lyme Repis, 
Dorset, and mention of a brother Samuel, a merchant of 
St. Malo, are about all the information we have as to 
Michael's origin. Aveaileble Lyme records fail to show 
the Humphrey name. However, a "Michaell Humfry,” gent., 
was an associate of Fev. John White of Dorchester, Dor- 
set, in an “adventure” to New England, 1623-1628, and

Under “Andrews” and “Pike” the Dictionary states thet 
Richard Pike of Muscle Cove, Falmouth, mserried Elizabeth 
daughter of Samuel Andrews of Saco and had a son Samuel 
and that her sister Jane Andrews married Francis Neale. 
Richard Pike was father of Ensign Samuel Pike of Muscle 
Cove and Salem, but his mother was not Elizabeth An- 
drews but her sister Jane, and he was, apjaerently, a 
natural child, as the following deposition from the 
Files of the Cupreme Judicial Court at Boston [Case No. 
224.00) would indicate: 


Deposition of Moses Felt of Rumney Marsh in the town of Boston, 
aged about 80 years, and of John Deal (Dale) of Salem, about the 
same age. About 1678 and 1679 they lived at Casco Bay and well 
knew Samuel Pike formerly of Casco, blacksmith, the revuted son of 
Jane Andross, who was the daughter of Mrs. Jane Andross, afterwaris 
Jane Mackworth. Samuel Pike by deed of Jane Mackworth owned a 
parcel of lan? at Muscle Cove on Mackworth's Neck, part of the land 
purchased by Arthur Mackworth of Sir Ferdinando Gorges near Presum 
skut River adjoining the land of George Felt. Sworn 27 Feb. 1728/9.

XXI. Killingly Land Kecords

Large tracts of land in the section of colonial Connecticut 
known as Aspinock (later Killingly) were bought by the two notori- 
ous ‘land grabbers' Major James Fitch in 1690 and Capt. John Chand- 
ler in 1691. As Killingly was not organized until May 1708, but 
was settled for some years prior to that date, land records per- 
taining to the tract owned by Major James Fitch were entered in 
the first volume of deeds in Canterbury, Conn. A few of the deeds 
recorded in Canterbury which pertain to land in Aspinock (later 
Killingly) are given below.

THE WIVES OF SAMUEL? DYER

In Volume XXII of The American Genealogist is an ar- 
ticle by Miss Helen L. Stark on "Some Untraced Dyers," 
to which I am able to make some additions. 

Samuel) Dyer's first wife was Lydia Williams, born 
at Boston, Mass., 13 Dec. 1671, daughter of Joseph and 
Lydia ( ) Williams. This is proved by a deed dated 
6 Dec. 1712 (Suffolk Kegistry, )1:186], in which "Mary 
Williams, the only surviving daughter of Joseph Wil- 
liams, of Boston, boatman, dec'd, and Lydia Dyer of 
Boston, spinster, and Samuel iAnight, of Boston, house- 
wright, and his wife Elizabeth, only children of Samuel 
Dyer and » his wife, also dec'd, who was another 
daughter of said Joseph Williams,” deed to Joseph Wil- 
liams, son of Joseph, interest in land of their father 
(end grandfather). 

The Boston Vital Records give the marriage of Samuel 
Knight and Elizabeth Dyer, 3 Nov. 1712. Samuel Knight 
died at Boston, 25 Oct. 1721, aged 432, and is buried in 
Copps Hill. 

Samuel} Dyer's second wife was Mary (Cotta) Sampson, 
born at Boston, i Mar. 1667/8, baptized 19 Mar. 1671/2, 
daughter of John Cotta, tailor, and his wife Mary Moore. 
She married first, Hugh Sampson, by whom she had two 
children born in Boston: Jeremiah, b. ) June 1688, d. 
Feb. 1689/90; and Hugh, b. 14 Sept. 1690, d. 1731 leav- 
ing his estate to Dr. William Rand. 

In John Cotta's will dated Jan. 1722/3, proved 6 Jan. 
1723/4, are mentioned son John; daughter Johanna wife 
of Thomas Bell, mariner; daughter Mary wife of Samuel 
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Dyer of Rhode Island; daughter Deliverance wife of John 
Brewster, cordwainer; and children of late daughter Sa- 
rah wife of William Rand. Sons-in-law John Brewster and 
Dr. William Rand are named executors. 

There seems to have been litigation over the probet- 
ing of this will, as in New Series, 13:56, besides some 
accounts and a mortgage deed, there are several depo- 
sitions dated between 19 Dec. 1723 and 6 Jan. 1723/4 
concerning the testator's sanity, two of which relate 
to the Dyer family. 

Mary Thorning deposed 20 Dec. 17243 that her grand- 
father, John Cotta, spoke of his son Sampson, who was 
her mother's first husband and long since deceased, as 
living. Also that her mother now lived in Rhode Island. 

Samuel Dyer of Newport, housewright, deposed (undat- 
ed) that he was the husband of John Cotta's daughter 
Mary, who was Mary Sampson, a widow, in 1692. He also 
mentions her son, Hugh Sampson. Suffolk Probate, 23: 
89; #4837.] 

Mary Dyer, born eat Boston, 20 Apr. 1699, may have 
married John Thorning, son of Anthony and Sareh (Cour- 
ser) Thorning, born at Boston, 26 May 1695.

ANNEKE JANS DESCENDANTS 
By Lewis E. Neff, Esq., of Tulsa, Okla. 


In regard to the recent excellent article of H. Minot 
Pitman in The American Genealogist (2):65-69] entitled 
"Two Anneke Jans Law-Suits,” I feel attention should be 
called not only to what the records show, but to what 
they fail to show. 

The case of John Bogardus vs. Trinity Church is fully 
covered and the records seem to be avsilable. The case 
of Jonas Humbert et al. vs. Trinity Church was filed 
twice. It was filed first in 1830 with the plaintiffs 
named in Mr. Pitman's article. A non-suit was taken in 
183, and the case refiled by Jonas Humbert with 235 
plaintiffs. 


in the files in New York City; the writer personally 
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checked them. A copy of this petition ought to be 
evailable somewhere. Three brothers of my great-grand- 
father named Signor participated in it and contributed 
to some one $25. apiece. 

The second case of Humbert et al. vs. Trinity Church 
was decided adversely to the claimants in the lower 
Court, May 28, 1838, and reported in 7 Paige 195. It 
was appealed to the Court of Appeals and an opinion ren- 
dered by the Court written by Judge Cowen, Dec. 2), 
1846. It was reported in 2) Wendell 587. The decision 
held that the claim was barred by limitations. H. G. 
Warner and G. Wood represented the appealing parties, 
the claimants. 

In the decision in the Court of Appeals in 2) Wendell 
at page 592 in the statement of the case by counsel for 
the claiments, appears this lenguage: "V. The pedigree 
of the complainants, connecting them with their ancestor 
from whom their ancient title was derived, is suffici- 
ently pleaded." 

On page a2? in the opinion of Judge Cowen is this 
language: acquired by the parties to this suit re- 
spectively from Anneke Jans Bogardus, in a course of de- 
vise, descent or purchase, since 1663, which course I 
shall assume, hes been traced with sufficiently particu- 
larity and certainty.” 

Since this action was barred over a hundred years 
ago, the facts presented have no further value, in a 
practical sense, since no recovery of the property is 
possible. But the information, pleading pedigree in 
the second suit of Jonas Humbert and his associates 
against Trinity Church, would be of very great help to 
descendants in their genealogical research. 

Would records of the Court of Appeals contain a full 
copy of the parts of the complaint which set forth the 
pedigree? Would the archives of Trinity Church in New 
York contain a copy? It is hoped that other descendants 
will pursue this quest and attempt to locate and make 
available a copy of this invaluable record. 


DICKERMAN ORIGIN IN ENGLAND 


Communicated by Donal? L. Jacobus 


Some twenty years ago, the late Horace Dickerman, 
then of New Haven, Conn., more recently of Miami, Flo- 
rida, obtained from the late Col. Charles E. Banks some 
clues to the origin of the Dickerman family in England. 
To assure preservation, he gave me a copy, to be kept in 
a private file and not divulged during his lifetime. It 
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is believed that Mr. Dickerman, in the intervening years 
gave or sold the information, in whole or in part, toa 
few other descendants of the family, but so far as the 
present writer knows, it has never been published in 
full. Since the file is no longer confidential, the in- 
formation is here presented in full for the benefit of 
descendants of the family. 

The American family was founded by Thomas Dickerman 
and his wife "Ellen" of Dorchester, Mass., and their 
three sons, Thomas, Abraham and Isaac. There is a fine 
history of this family, compiled and published by Edward 
Dwight Dickerman and George Sherwood Dickerman in 1897, 
with a Supplement by the latter in 1922. The English 
records follow.

Colonel Banks commented: “I found in the Lay Subsidy 
for the parish of St. George, Southwark, co. Surrey, in 
1620 that an Abraham Dickerman was assessed, living in a 
section known as "Streetside west from the Axe Gate." 

I think it safe to assume that this is the brother of 
Thomas. Southwark is across the Kiver Thames from Lon- 
don and is, to all intents and purposes, a part of Lon- 
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don. Further search to develop this family might well 
include the will of this Abraham Dickerman, which will 
be found in the Archdeaconry of Surrey, deposited in 
Somerset House, London. 

"Other evidences bearing on this family include the 
record of the marriage of Thomas Dickerman and Elinor 
Whittington, Oct. 20, 1641, at Little Missenden, Bucks. 
The parish register of Little Missenden begins in 1559 
and probably will contain further entries. It is quite 
rrobable that she was the daughter of John Whittington 
and Margaret Hill who were married Oct. 12, 1601, at Am- 
ersham (formerly called Agmondisham), which is only a 
few miles from Little Missenden and right in an area of 
parishes from whence dozens of people emigrated to New 
England, some of whom settled in Dorchester with Thomas 
Dickerman. The parish register of Amersham begins in 
1561 and probably will contain record of the baptisms of 
Elinor Whittington and of earlier members of the family." 

Truth to tell, the present contributor does not find 
the meaning of the first record abstracted, from the 
Fublic Record Office, any too clear. It seems, however, 
that George and Alice Dickerman had sons Thomas and Abra- 
ham, and that Abraham was of London, quite likeiy the 
man of the name listed at Southwark in 1620. The family 
was of Marston Morteyne, co. Bedford, in 1619. Bucking- 
hamshire is immediately adjacent to Bedfordshire on the 
west. The Thomes Dickerman who married Elinor Whitting- 
ton at Little Missenden, Bucks, in 1631, is believed by 
the writer to be certainly Thomas Dickerman of Dorches- 
ter, Mass., who had a wife “Ellen,” and since they had a 
son Abraham, it sppears likely that one family group is 
involved in these records. 

Interested descendants should not find it too diffi- 
cult or costly, by having these clues followed in other 
English records, to obtain confirmatory data and to 
trace the line further back. It would also be interest- 
ing to see whether any connection can be established be- 
tween the wife of Thomas Dickerman and Sir Richerd Whit- 
tington, an early Lord Mayor of London, celebrated in 
legend as "Dick® Whittington.

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A_ REUBEN GILLE?T PROBLEM 
By Mrs. William C. Clark, of Philadelphia, Pa. 


Can any reader help with the problem of the two keu- 
ben Gilletts mentioned in Mr. Jacobus's article, “The 
'Other' Gilletts" which appeared ante, vol. 2), namely, 
No. 115 on page 190, and the eighth child under No. lek 
on page 191? 

According to The Merrill Memorial, by Samuel Merrill, 
page 239, Khoda Merrill, who married the latter keuben, 
died at West Britain, Conn.; no date of death given, nor 
mention of children. 

The Prindle Genealogy, by Franklin C. Prindle, page 
9, and Baldwin Genealogy, by Charles Candee Baldwin, 
page 122, give Pamelia Baldwin, b. New Milford, Conn., 
2 July 1767, dau. of Israel and Elizabeth (Warner) Bald- 
win, m. lst, 1) May 1787 11781 by the Prindle Genealogy, 
likely a typographical error], Keuben Gillett and set- 
tled in Nicholsville, N.Y.; m. 2nd, Joseph Stearns of 
Nicholsville, and died 28 Sept. 1867. Most of this 
Baldwin family lived in Hinesburg, Vt. The only place 
in New York approaching the name Nicholsville I have 
been able to find is Nicholville in St. Lawrence County.

Now the vital records of Hinesburg, Chittenden Co., 
Vt., contain the birth records of the last six of these 
children, with two slight variations in date, and the 
birth of Aminte A. in 1811 gives her as dau. of Keuben 
(bo. Farmington, Conn.) and Pamelia (b. New Milford, 
Conn.). The marriages of Daniel, Luthena, Khode and 
Ursula are also recorded. 

However, the death of Reuben, 12 Apr. 1847 ae. 8%, is 
recorded in both Cornwall and Bridport, but his wife's 
death is given at Cornwall as "Beulah, wife of Keuben 
Gillett, died 12 Oct. 1826 ae. 68," which practically 
checks with Rhoda Merrill's dete of birth. If Khoda 
Merrill married a different Reuben, why should Reuben 
and Pamelia (Baldwin) name a child khoda Merrill? 
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Then to complicate matters further, there was a Reu- 
ben Gillett who lived at Cornwall, b. ca. 1796, but who 
died at Bridport 1) July 1859 ae. 6%. He is not ac- 
counted for in the family of Reuben and Pamelia (Bald- 
win), but may be son of the above Reuben of Cornwall 
(175-1837) and Beulah (1758-1826). In the 1800 Census, 
one Reuben [doubtless the husband of Pamelia Baldwin] 
lived in Hinesburg, with one male under 10, one 16-26, 
and one 26-5, three females under 10, one 10-16, and 
one 26-5; while’ another Reuben is listed at Cornwall 
with three males under 10, one 26-5, one female under 
10, and one 26-5. 

There was a Keuben Gillet who appeared in the census 
of Electors in Town of Lowville, Lewis Co., N.Y., in 
1807, who was thought to have been one of these men, but 
I have recently discovered what became of him, although 
I am unable to identify him. He was still living in 
Lowville in 1818 when he bought land in Orwell, Oswego 
Co., N-Y., but in 182) when he and his wife Lydia sold 
the land, they were living in the Town of Hillier, Co. 
of Prince Edward, Province of Upper Canada. The latter 
deed was witnessed by Avery Gillet. 


PALMER OF WESTCHESTER

5. John? Palmer (Joseph®, William?), born at West- 
chester, N.Y., 22 Jan. 1671, died there in 17:7. He per- 
haps married first, about 1695, an unknown wife, who 
died before 1698. He married (perhaps second), at West- 
chester, 41 Oct. 1700, Rebecca Baxter, born there about 
1682, died there presumably in 1773 (will proved 10 Apr. 
1773), daughter of Thomas and Rebecca ( ) Baxter, 
her father being a step-son of John's uncle, John@ Pal- 
mer. 

The will of Thomas Baxter, Esq., of Westchester, dat- 
ed 1 July 1714, proved 2 July 171) or 18 Jen. 1715 [both 
dates are given], named his daughter Palmer and his son- 
in-law, John Palmer. (N.Y. Wills, 2:19; 16:73.) 

The will of Dr. Henry Taylor, of Flushing, "Chyrurge- 
on,” made his brother-in-law, John Palmer, of Westches- 
ter, his executor, 28 July 1716; codicil made 5 June 
1718, will proved 19 Mey 1719. [lbid., 2:198; 16:79.) 

It is unfortunate that when Bolton first published 
his history of Westchester over a century ago, he printed 
the statement, without proof, that this John Palmer was 
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a son of Silvanus? (Samuel) Palmer. The John who was 
son of Silvanus was a minor in 17,2 and years younger 
than the John who married Rebecca Baxter. When once an 
error is printed, it is copied and re-copied without 
verification by many amateur searchers, and others not 
so amateur; even Pelletreau, or his editor, in his West- 
chester Wills, repeated the old error. By careful re- 
search, my late mother proved the identities of the two 
John Palmers, and Cox, in his brief Palmer Notes, lent 
me by Mrs. Clark, agreed in his findings with my mother. 

8 Sept. 169, John Palmer sold to Peregrine Turner, 

6 acres on the cove between Throgmorton's Neck and Spi- 
cer's Creek, bounded south by the lot that Samuel Palmer 
sold Thomas Hunt, Jr.; witness, Thomas Baxter. ([N. Y. 
Gen. and Biog. Record, 60:112.] 

The census of Westchester in 1698 lists a John Palmer 
who had in his family Nathaniel and baby, no wife, ser- 
vants or negroes. ([Ibid., 38:129; 59:68.] This looks 
as if our John had first married around 1695 and had two 
children by the time his wife died, before 1698. 

The original record of John Palmer's marriage is ex- 
tent at the New York Historical Society and has been 
printed [ibid., 47:296; “These may Certifie all 
Persons whom it may concern that I James Mott one of his 
Majesties Justices of the peace for the County of West- 
chester in the province of New York did joyn in the 
Bonds of Matrimony the person of John Palmer of the bor- 
rough and Town of Westchester in the province aforesaid 
and Rebecca Baxter daughter of Thomas Baxter, Sent of 
the same place the 3lst day of October in the twelf yeer 
of his Majesties Raigne And in the year of our Lord one 
thousand Seven hundred. Given under my hend end Seal 
in Momorinack this 4lst Day of October in the Year of 
our Lord one thousand seven Hundred. James Mott, Justis 
pese” (Entered in the Kecords of the Town of Westches- 
— in Lib. No. 6 folio 50 by me Edmund Collier, Record- 
er 

He made some conveyances before his death: 1) Feb. 
1734, John Palmer, of Westchester, yeoman, give to my 
beloved deughter, Phebe, wife of Joshua Pell of y® Manor 
of Pelham, Gentleman, one negro woman celled Jennie, 
aged 20, one negro boy, Lewy, aged 4, snd one negro boy 
named Tony, aged nearly 2. I have also delivered to my 
son-in-law, Joshua Peli, divers cattle, etc., which I 
declare a free gift, this same day. ([Ibid., 53:25.) 
in 17,2, John Palmer, of Westchester, gentleman, pave 
property at Throg's Neck, there, to sons Marcus and Phil- 
ip Palmer. ([Ibid., 5%33:224.] 

After his death, these deeds were passed by his heirs: 
15 Apr. 1771, Philip Pelmer of Westchester sold to his 
brother, Joseph Palmer, of same, lend which brother Lewis 
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and his wife Rachel conveyed to said Philip, as part of 
the lend left Lewis and Benjamin by the will of their 
father, John Palmer, gentleman, decd., adjacent to land 
of Marcus Pelmer, and in Westchester. [Ibid., 5:7.] 
In 1762, Lewis and Benjamin Palmer, two sons of John 
Palmer, gentleman, late of Westchester, decd., had div- 
ided their lend, and Benjamin with wife Sarah sold his 
share to Joseph Palmer. ([Ibid., 543:328.) 

After the widow's death, in 1773, this deed was pass- 
ed: 6 Jan. 177, Joseph Palmer, of Westchester, convey- 
ed to Philip Palmer, of same, land in Throg's Neck there, 
adjacent to lends granted by John Palmer decd., to his 
sons Marcus and Philip Palmer, etc. ([Ibid., 5:8.) 

John Palmer died testate; will dated 15 Nov., proved 
30 Dec., 1747. Since full abstracts of the will and of 
that of his widow Rebecca mey readily be seen in print 
(N.Y. Wills, 4:18; 8:119; see also Pelletreau's West- 
chester Wills, 148, 401], we shall refer briefly to the 
provisions of these documents. John Palmer of the Bor- 
rough town of Westchester left to his wife, lots west of 
Frogs Neck which he bought of one Bailey. Son Joseph; 
daughters Esther and Mertha; wife Kebecca; sons Philip 
_and Marcus; sons Lewis end Benjamin; sons John, Isaac 
and Thomas. Son Philip and friend Anthony Bartow, ex- 
ecutors. Witnesses: John Bartow, Moses Mullinex, and 
Netheniel Lewis.

When Benjamin Palmer and his wife Mary sold land in 
Mamaroneck, 30 Apr. 1769, it was cited that it was prop- 
erty of which Nehemiah Palmer lately died seized and was 
bounded by land of Elizabeth Allaire, widow of Andrew 
decd. (N.Y. Record, 55:389.] 

Jan. 1775, Jabesh Palmer, of Eastchester, mariner, 
conveyed to Benjamin and Aaron Palmer, both of Mamaron- 
eck, land in Eastchester which had been conveyed by Ne- 
hemiah Palmer to Nathan Palmer, father of the sd Jabesh 
Palmer; and 27 Jan. 1775, Benjamin Palmer and wife Mary, 
with Aaron Palmer and wife Sarah, all of Mamaroneck, 
conveyed to Stephen Werd of Eastchester all land at the 
latter place at Selleck's Landing lately purchased of 
Jabesh Palmer, surviving son and heir of Nathan Palmer, 
late of the same, decd.

Silvanus and Mary Palmer named sons Edward, Robert 
and Marmaduke, new nemes in this Palmer family; it seems 
Guite probable that Mary was a Huguenot and connected 
with one of the French families in New Rochelle, possi- 
bly the Cuer family. 

In 1698, then aged ten, Silvanus was listed as a mem- 
ber of the family of his father, Samuel Palmer, at Mama- 
roneck, Westchester County. His father's will, 18 Mar. 
1712/13, left him a quarter of the Neck, with certain 
provisoes and, with his brothers, Obadiah, Nehemiah and 
Solomon, the property was divided, 21 Sept. 1717. His 
mother, in her will of 1 Sept. 1728, gave to Mary, Sil- 
vanus's daughter, £10 and two silver spoons, and to Mary 
the wife of Silvanus, part of her wearing apparel; the 
residue was divided among the four sons, Silvanus being 
named third. We have also noted that Silvanus was party 
to the famous suit in Chancery, 23 May 1723, which was 
won 2 May 1727. } 

"Silveny Palmar" was a collector at Mamaroneck, 2 
Apr. 171, and as "Sylvanus Palmer" he served as a sur- 


veyor of highways, 17 Mar. 1706/7. Under divers spell- 

ings of his name, we note that he was a supervisor, 2 

Apr. 1716, 7 Apr. 172), in 1728, 1 Apr. 1729, 6 Apr.173l, 

5 Apr. 1737, Apr. 1738, 1 Apr. — 6 Apr. 171, and 


in 1742; also an assessor, 1 Apr. 171 collector, 7 
Apr. 1720; constable, 7 Apr. 1719; fence viewer, April 
1730; overseer of highways, 4 Apr. 17433; surveyor of 
same, 5 Apr. 1737. Finally, 26 Feb. 17)2/%3, Nehemiah 
Palmer was “chosen Supervisor in place of Silvanus Pal- 
mer decd." (Minute Book, 1697-1861, Mamaroneck; this 
source and records at White Plains, the county seat, 
were covered for the compiler by H. Minot Pitman, Esq.] 
Jeremiah Fowler of Fox Meadow in Westchester, cord- 
wainer, sold to “Salvanus Palmer" of Mamaroneck, yeoman, 
12); acres in Falkners Patent near the head of Hutchin- 
sons River "in ye east sid of Bronkis revir" [Bronx Riv- 
er], , Jan. 1725/6. “"Salvanus Palmer" conveyed to Jere- 
miah Fowler, 1 Aug. 1727. John "Peow," yeoman, of New 
Rochelle, sold 9 Apr. 1728 to Silvanus Palmer of Mama- 
roneck, a house and one acre in New Rochelle. James 
Sycord, fr. (signing as "Jaque Cicar"), of New Rochelle, 
yeoman, for £65, sold to Silvanus Palmer six acres with 
house and orchard in New Rochelle, 22 Apr. 1730. On 7 
Apr. 1732, Silvanus Palmer, of Mamaroneck, husbandman, 
for £5, sold to Francis Gagnard, of New Rochelle, yeo- 
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man, house and land in Pelham Manor in New Rochelle 
(same property bought 9 Apr. 1728]. On 9 Dec. 1735, 
Silvanus signed an agreement as one of the proprietors 
of New Rochelle Commons. Joseph Green of North Castle, 
on 15 May 1736, sold to Silvanus Palmer of Mamaroneck, 
for £05, 160 acres in Rye and 30 acres in Fairfield 
County, the latter clearly in Greenwich by the descrip- 
tion. On 19 Feb. 1739, Joseph Haight, Daniel Purdy, 
and Jonathan Brown, of Rye, with Silvanus Palmer, of Ma- 
maroneck, sold land in Rye to George Merritt of White 
Plains. Of Mamaroneck, 2) May 1739, Silvanus Palmer, 
yeoman, sold half an acre there to Joseph Rodman and 
John Burling of the same, yeomen. (Westchester County 
Deeds, F:152, 296, 349, 357; G:h3, 138, 159, 126, 32.) 

8 Oct. 1725, Lewis Guion, Sr., of New Rochelle, made 
his will, which was proved 23 Nov. 1732 and witnessed by 
Isaac Contine, John Cuer and Silvanus Palmer. It will 
be seen shortly that John Cuer in 171 witnessed the 
will of Silvenus. 

Daniel Horton and Silvanus Palmer, of Westchester 
County, held papers relating to land in White Plains, 
owned by George Dexter, 12 Mar. 1737/8. [N.Y¥. Record, 
36:107.] Mr. Cox states that Edward and Robert, sons of 
Silvanus, became patentees of the Rye Ferry, 17 Oct. 
1739, which ran across the Sound to Long Island. When 
the Friends Meeting House, in Mamaroneck, was built in 
1739, it was on land purchased of Silvanus Palmer. ([De- 
troit Gen. Mag., 7:51.] 

The will of Silvanus Palmer, of Mamaroneck, yeoman, 
dated 2); Nov. 1741, proved 3 Mar. 1742 (17)2/3], gave to 
wife Mary, while his widow, the liberty of living in his 
house and the use of all lands in Mamaroneck and New Ro- 
chelle and of his mill, for bringing up his five young- 
est children, Silvanus, John, Marmaduke, Ann and Susan- 
ah. Movables to wife and daughters Mary and Charity. 

To son Edward, £5, he having had his portion. To son 
Robert, £5, and the lend where he lives. After wife's 
death, the residue to be divided among his sons. Wife 
and Joseph Rodman of New Rochelle, Richard Cornwall, &r., 
and John Griffin, Sr., to be executors. Lands at King 
street, where son Edward lives, are to be divided between 
sons Edward and Robert. Witnessed by John Ray, Thomas 
Gilchrist, John Cuer. ([N.Y. Wills, 3:3€9; 16:15; see 
also Fernow's Celendar of N.Y. Wills, and Felletreau's 
Westchester Wills. 

The son Robert died without issue, meking a will 3 
May 1743, which was proved 11 June 173. Calling him- 
self of Mamaroneck, and very sick, he geve to his wife 
all household goods, a horse, and the interest of £00 
during her widowhood. He gave ££0 to "my dear mother, 
Mery Palmer, and to my dear sisters, Mary and Charity 
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Palmer." He ordered his estate at Rye sold at the dis- 
cretion of his wife and John Burling, whom he made exec- 
utors. Residue to four brothers, Edward, Silvanus, John 
and Marmaduke Palmer, and to two youngest sisters, Anne 
and Susana. Witnesses: Tristram Sobey, Catharine Parker 
and Alexander Burns. (N.Y. Wills, 3:393.] 

According to the Friends Records, and also Mrs. 
Frost's copy of the Purchase Meeting Records, Mary, wid- 
ow of Silvanus Palmer, died 3 May 1743. Note that on 
that very day her son Kobert drew his will and mentioned 
her as living. Possibly she died the same day, after 
the will was drawn, or he did not know of her demise. 

By 1750, after the death of Robert and Edward, only 
three sons were living, Silvanus, John and Mermaduke. 

On 23 Nov. 1751, Silvanus Palmer of Mamaroneck sold to 
John Stevenson of the same, house, lend, mills, etc., 
which was part of the estate of his late father, Sylva- 
nus Pelmer, decd., in Mamaroneck, and which "shall be- 
come mine on division of the estate.” [Westchester 
Deeds, G:)37.] It seems likely that he removed shortly 
thereafter. 

8 June 1755, John Palmer of Mamaroneck, "scinner" 

[so read by Mr. Pitman, but these early records are now 
in typescript and doubtless contain errors, and the read 
ing in the N.Y. Record, 55:38, "seinner,” may be cor- 
rect], mortgaged to John Stevenson, all right in the 


house, barn, mills, etc., “of my father Silvanus which 
shall be laid out to me." And 6 May 1756, John and Mar- 
maduke Palmer mortgaged to John “Hustice”™ a house and 
150 acres in Mamaroneck, “which is «6 plantation our Hon- 
ored Father Silvanus Palmer dyed seized of." Both mort- 
gages were released. (Westchester Mortgages, A:3, 25.] 
John eye mariner, was married to Elizabeth Arthur 


on 23 Mar. 1758, according to the records of the Presby- 
terian Church in New York; but they continued to reside 
for some years in Mamaroneck, where he was probably the 
John Palmer who served as an overseer of the highway, 3 
Apr. 1709: and as an assessor, 6 Apr. es and 5 Apr. 
1763. [Minute Book, 1697-1881, 30, 4). 

John and Marmaduke Pelmer of Mamaroneck, 16 Oct. 1759, 
conveyed for £)50.5s. to Robert Coles of the same, 90° 
acres and 9 rods of lend; signed only by John Pelmer and 
wife Elizabeth. On 31 May 1762, John Palmer of Mamaron- 
eck, with consent of wife Elizabeth,conveyed to Josiah 
Disbrow, for £585.11.8, the great house and land there, 
"thet my Honoured father dyed seized of, on the north 
side of the New York Post Koad, bounded by land of the 
widow Elizabeth Allair, and which she bought of Solomon 
Palmer." (Mamaroneck Deeds, A:17, 29.] Mary Arthur wit- 
nessed the latter deed. 

On 11 May 1768, John Palmer, mariner, of New York 
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City, and wife Elizabeth, sold to William Brown, of Ma- 
maroneck, gentleman, for £12, land there, being the farm 
formerly the property of his late hon'd father, Silvanus 
Palmer. (Westchester Deeds, I ("eye"):60.] 

This deed proves his identity, and he may heve moved 
to New York City as early as the letter part of 1762, 
for his second child, born 2) Oct. 1762, is said to have 
been a native of New York. He does not appear in the 
land records of New York. He was a harbor master at 
Fishkill Landing, 1 Jan. to 31 Dec. 1782 (N.Y. Record, 
47:341]. This is the John who was identified by Boiton 
in his History of Westchester as the one who married 
Rebecca Baxter, although that John was son of Joseph@ 
and was actually over half a century older than the son 
of Silvanus (vide ante).

E*itor's Note. Mrs. Holman has further data on the John Pal- 
mer family of New York, and on the Arthur and Sullivan connections, 
which we pack space to include. However, it should be mentioned 
that John4, son of Silvanus, had a contemporary of the same name in 
New York, whom some have confused with him. This other John was a 
house carpenter; married Hester or Esther Chadeayne, daughter of 
Henry and Blanche Chadeayne; had a daughter Hester bapt. in the 
Presbyterian Church, born 1 July 1753; and a son Henry bapt. in the 
French Church on 20 Oct. 175. The son Henry may be the shiv car- 
penter of that name on whose estate administration was grante’ 9 
Apr. 1800. 


9. Solomon? Palmer (Samuel©, William!), born in West- 
chester, 16 Nov. 1692, listed in Mamaroneck in 1698, 
named in his parents' wills of 1713 and 1728, joined with 
his brothers in the famous law suit in 17243, and had a 
daughter Mary living in 1728, who was named in her grand- 
mother's will. 

There was a Solomon Palmer of Greenwich, Conn., who 
is stated to have been son of John Palmer, grandson of 
Ephraim, and great-grandson of Lieut. William Palmer of 
Yarmouth, Mass., and Newtown, L.I. But what is the evi- 
dence that this Solomon was son of John and not identi- 
cal with our Solomon? The deeds of Greenwich and West- 
chester and other record sources, including John's es- 
tate, would be of value. The interest of the compiler 
having been chiefly in other branches, full research was 
not underteken on Solomon and his family, and that work 
is left for others to carry forward. Here are a few 
facts to conjure with: 

"Kany" [illegible] wife of Solomon Palmer died 29 Jan. 
1732/3, according to Mrs. Frost's copy of the Purchase 
Meeting Records. 

Solomon Palmer of Mamaroneck married, between 8 June 
and July 1735, Sarah Harrison, according to Friends 
Records. 

When Jonathan Ferris, of Frogs Neck, made his will, 
25 Arr. 175%, he gave to cousin John Ferris, son of bro- 
ther James; to brother Peter Ferris; to sisters Martha 
Clark and Sareh Palmer wife of Solomon Pelmer. ([N.Y. 
Wills, 4:67.) 
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John Rodmen, a Friend, married secondly, 20 Nov. 176, 
at "Mamaroneck and the Purchase,® Westchester County, N. 
Y.,, Mary, daughter of Samuel Harrison, and widow of Rob- 
ert4 Palmer [No. 8, 11, above], who was a nephew of our 
Solomon? [No. 9]. Many persons signed the marriage cer- 
tificate, which was extant in 1880, including Solomon, 
Gilbert, Joseph and Sareh Palmer. ([Jones, Rodman Family, 
1880, p. 28.) 

The 1748 will of Obadiah? Palmer (No. 6], brother of 
our Solomon} [No. 9], was witnessed by a Solomon Palmer 
and ea Gilbert Palmer. Solomon Palmer of Greenwich is 
proved to have hed a son Gilbert. 

In view of these facts, it is felt that the line of 
descent of Solomon of Greenwich, as often stated, should 
be subjected to close scrutiny before acceptance.

As an addendum, a few notes will be given relating to 
the Palmer family from which the above Solomon of Green- 
wich is alleged to descend. Mead's Hist. of Greenwich 
(1911), 618-628, reprints the usuel errors about the 
early generations. However, Lieut. William Palmer of 
Yarmouth, Mass., and Newtown, Long Island, died about 
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1661, and the subsequent remarrieges of his widow brought 
the children to Greenwich, Conn. Among them were Ephra- 
and William2.

(N.Y. Wills, 9:2.] A manuscript compiled by Jones in 
1914, entitled of my Children," page 
places this Ephrai as a son of Nehemiah? Palmer [No. 7, 
ante], but there seems to be no evidence for such an 
identification.

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THE WIFE OF JOHN+ BISSELL OP WINDSOR, CONN. 


A Correction bv Donald Lines Jacobus 


Shortly before publication of my article about the 
wife of John@ Bissell of Windsor, Conn., an amateur 
friend and client called my attention to a stsetement on 
page 575 of the 1941 Register of kedigrees published by 
The Society of Colonial Wars in the_State of Connecticut 
to the effect that the wife of John! Bissell who died at 
Windsor 4 Oct. 1677 was Elizabeth Thompson who died at 
Windsor on 21 May 1641. In three other pedigrees set 
forth in the same volume (pages 52, 531 and 1090), the 
space for the wife of John+ Bissell is left entirely 
blank. 

Turning to the references given for the pedigree on 
page 575, the only reference which could possibly apply 
is Stiles, History of Ancient Windsor (1892), page 77. 
But upon consulting that_authority, it is found that the 
name of the wife of John! Bissell is not stated, not 
even her given name, though her death on 21 May 161 is 
given on the sauthority of the recorder Grant. 

However, the name Elizabeth Thompson does actually 
appear on this page. Stiles quotes a description of the 
location of a ferry operated by Johnl Bissell and at the 
end of the quotation cites his authority as —(Maj. Sam'l 
W. Bartlett, in Golden Wedding of John Bissell and Eliz- 
abeth Thompson, 1870). This reference is given in par- 
entheses; the name of the compiler is steted; the title 
of the brochure is printed in italics; and the date of 
publication, 1870, concludes the reference. 

It is thus entirely clear that Stiles was quoting 
from a pamphlet or booklet issued in 1870 to commemorate 
the Golden Wedding of one John Bissell and Elizabeth 
Thompson, whose marriage may consequently be presumed to 
have occurred fifty years previously, or in 1820. And 
thumbing through the Bissell genealogy as given by Stiles 
we find on page 89 a John Bissell of the sixth generation 
who did marry in 1820, Elizabeth McKnight Thompson, and 
since she died in 1887 and he in 1872, they were both 
alive in 1870 to celebrate their Golden Wedding. 

"To err is human,” and the present writer on cccasion 
has both craved and extended forgiveness for his own er- 
rors and for those of others. But to pick a name out of 
the title of a booklet (printed in italics end in paren- 
theses) from which Stiles had quoted and which he was 
clearly giving as a reference, and to assign that name 
as wife to the first settler, is surely achieving a new 
low in genealogical error. 

The first wife of Johnl Bissell, name entirely un- 
known, died 21 Mey 161, and as this writer hes already 
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pointed out lante, page 94], it was a later wife of the 

first John, name not stated, who died 29 March 1665. It 
is hoped, but hardly expected, that calling attention to 
the blunder in the Kerister of Pedigrees (191), and ex- 
plaining the origin of the blunder, may prevent its re- 

petition in subsequent publications. 

It is probable that the Register errs also in stating 
that John+ Bissell was a Trooper under Major John Mason, 
11 Mar. 1657/8 [page 1138). The elder John Bissell had 
a long term of Deputy service, beginning in 1648, and in 
fact sat as a Deputy at both the May and October sessions 
of the General Court_in 1658. It is far more likely that 
the Trooper was John@ Bissell, serving under his father- 
in-law, Major Mason. The younger John Bissell, as will 
be seen in my former article lante, pp. 88, 91], later 
became Cornet of the Troop. 


WHO WAS THE FMPRESS THFOPHANO?

Our historians all tell us that the Western Emperor 
Otto II, son of the Emperor Otto the Great, of the Saxon 
house of the Liudolphings, married at Rome on 1) April 


972 the Byzantine Princess Theophano, daughter of the 
Eastern Emperor, Romanus II, of the Macedonian house of 
the Basilides, by his low-born wife Anastasia, later 
called Theophano, the daughter of a Laconian inn-keeper. 
As all descendants of the English King Henry III and El- 
eanor of Provence also descend from Otto and Theophano, 
the question of her origin is of some genealogical, as 
well as historical, interest. 

When Otto the Great succeeded in reestablishing the 
Western Empire, founded by Charlemagne, with a dominion 
reaching from the Baltic to the Merch of Benevento and 
from the Rhine eastward far into the Slavonic lands of 
Eastern Germany, with an overlordship over Poland, Bo- 
hemia, and the Magyars of Pannonia, he wished to ally 
his family with that of the Eastern Caesars, who repre- 
sented, in an unbroken succession, the old Empire of 
Constantine and Theodosius. Accordingly, he sent Luit- 
prand, Bishop of Cremona, as his Ambassador to the East- 
ern Court to ask for a Frincess of the Macedonian house 
as a bride for his son Otto (born 955, died 7 Dec. 983), 
in order to bind the reestablished Western Empire with 
the venerable Empire on the Bosphorus. 

The situation in the East was, at this time, as fol- 
lows. Romanus II had died in 963, poisoned, as it was 
rumored, by his wife, the ambitious and dissolute Theo- 
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phano, and was succeeded by the able strategos of the 
Cappadocian Marches, Nikephoros Phocas, a member of one 
of the Armenian warrior families, who guarded the Moslem 
frontier. Nikephoros promptly married the dowager En- 
press Theophano and assumed the purple, but respected 
the rights of the two infant sons of Romanus. He was 
Emperor at the time of the arrival of Luitprand to ask 
the hand of a Basilid Princess. This request was most 
objectionable to the Eastern Court, which refused to 
acknowledge the newly established Western Empire, as the 
work of the western barbarians. 

Nikephoros insultingly repulsed the request of Luit- 
prand. “You are no Romans," he told him, “but wretched 
Lombards, Barbarians." Luitprand continued at the East- 
ern Court, hoping in some way to eccomplish his mission, 
when one of those palace revolutions, so common at By- 
zantium, changed the aspect of affairs. Theophano, in 
conjunction with John Tsimices, a young Armenian caval- 
ry officer, and a nephew of Nikephoros, conspired against 
the Emperor and murdered him on the night of Dec. 10-11, 
969. John ascended the throne of Augustus and Constan- 
tine. He also proved himself an able ruler and, to her 
chagrin, repulsed Theophano and banished her. 

John was a realist and recognized the difficulties of 
the situation. The Italian theme (Calabria and Apulia) 
was on the point of being lost to the Eastern Empire; 
the Saracens, who head conquered Sicily, were gaining a 
foothold in Calabria; the invading Lombards from the 
north had established their dukedoms at Benevento, Cap- 
ua and Salerno; and the Byzantine rulers of Naples had 
all but thrown off their allegiance to Constantinople. 
With Otto the Great on the March of Benevento, he could, 
if sufficiently angered, easily have extinguished the 
last vestiges of Byzantine rule in the Italian theme. 
John listened to the request of luitprand and in due 
course the younger Theophano was dispatched tc become 
the bride of the German Caesar. But was she, as modern 
historians tell us, the daughter of Romanus? There is 
very weighty evidence that she was not. As far back as 
1878 the matter was discussed by Johannes Moltmann in 
his doctor's thesis at the University of Gottingen, en- 
titled Theophano, die Gemahlin Ottos II (Schwerin 1878). 

Dr. Moltmann points out that no contemporary authori- 
ty styles her the daughter of Romanus, but that she was 
called “the niece of John Tsimices.” In a diploma of 
Otto II she is described as “Johannis Constantinopolita- 
ni neptis clarissima,” and Thitmar, the contemporary 
German chronicler, states that, at the time of the mar- 
riage, “fuere nonnulli qui hanc fieri conjunctionem apud 
imperatorem impedire studerent, eandemque remitti con- 
sulerant. GQuos idem non audivit, sed eandem dedit tunc 
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filio suimet in uxorem, arridentibus cunctis Italiae 
Germaniaeque primatibus.” From this it would seem clear 
that Otto the Great was aware that his son's bride was 
not the ledy he had sought, but, as the marriage was 
purely one of policy, he was quite content with the sub- 
stitution, as the lady was closely connected with the 
then reigning Emperor. 

Turning to the Greek writers, we find that they con- 
firm the fact that Theophano was not the daughter of 
Romanus. The Greeks are very explicit that Romanus had 
but three children: Basil (born in 958, afterwards Ba- 
sil II), Constantine (born 960, later Constentine VII), 
and Anna, born 13 March 962/3, about the time of her 
father's death wife of St. Wladimir, 
Prince of Kiev in 989, cf. Baumgarten's Rurikides in 
Orientalia Christiana, Vol. IX, No. 1, 1927). George 
Cedrenus, the contemporary Byzantine historian, writes: 
Séxovtar 52 Tiv auToU [Romanus I] Bagireiav 
kai Kwveravrivos of watdes avTov Oeogavol TR marpi, tex- 
Kal Ovyatpas mpd dio THS aiTop TeAcUTAS 
ny Avvey wvSpacav* Dr. Moltmann ddédes not tell us more 
about Theophano's parentage, other than that she was a 
niece of John Tsimisces. In his excellent Stammtafeln 
(Berlin, 1936-7), Prince von Isenburg calls Thephano the 
“angeblich” (pretended) daughter of Romanus II. 

In 1939 a Swiss scholar printed in a Basle newspaper, 
in anticipation of his forthcoming book on Theophano, an 
article entitled, "Wer war die Kaiserin Theophano?® and 
the results of his investigations are embodied in a ped- 
igree printed in Die Ahnentafel Riibel-Blass, by Dr. Ri- 
bel-Biass (Zurich, 1939). From this it appears that 
Theophano was the daughter of the Patrician Constantine 
Skleros by Sophia, daughter of the Strategos Leo Phocas, 
the brother of the Emperor Nikephoros, and that the sis- 
ter of her father, Constantine Skleros, was the wife of 
John Tsimisces, who died before he had assumed the Pur- 
ple. In this connection it is to be observed that Otto 
and Theophano had a daughter Sophia, a name unknown at 
that period to the western world, who in due course be- 
came Abbess of Gandersheim. 


SOME NOTES UPON THE HOUSE OF BRABANT 


By G. Andrews Moriarty, A.M., LL.B., F. S. A. 


Referring to Mr. Rubincam's excellent account of the 
House of Brabant in The American Genealogist [Vol. 25, 
pp. 22-232), which is based upon the authoritative work 
of Dr. Knetsch, Das Haus Brabant, end supplemented by 
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the more recent work of Professor Brandenburg, Die Nach- 
kommen Karls des Grossen (Leipzig, 1935), there are one 
or two points of interest, which may be noticed. Mr. 
Rubincam, quite properly, commences the pedigree with 
Count Giselbert, whose wife was probably a daughter of 
the Emperor Lothar, as he is the first proved ancestor 
of the line. However, the probable ancestry of Count 
Giselbert may be carried back for several generations. 

In 772 a Giselbert occurs in a charter of the Abbey 
of Kesslingen, and in 776/7 the Abbot of Priim had a gift 
from Giselbert's mother, Bertswindana, of her goods at 
the vill of Wicus in the Bitgau and at Walamarvill in 
the Kerschgau. Giselbert also occurs in a diploma of 
Charlemagne addressed to the Abbey of Mettlach. He was 
evidently seated in the Bitgau, between Priim and Echter- 
nach [Knetsch, 1:69]. He was probably the father of a 
certain Regnier who, between 797 and 81); gave the vill 
of Billiacum in the Bitgau to the Abbey of Echternach; 
and this Regnier was probably the father of a Count Reg- 
nier who, between 86) and 870, was lay Abbot of Echter- 
nach, and of Count Giselbert, with whom Mr. Rubincam be- 
gins his pedigree. Count Giselbert was the father of 
Regnier “Longneck,” Count of Hainault (died 915/16), and 
this Count Regnier was also lay Abbot of Echternach, 897 
to 915, and his son, Giselbert, Duke of Lorraine, was 
lay Abbot, 915-939. 

The repetition of the distinctive names of Giselbert 
and Regnier, which at this period is conclusive evidence 
of kinship, coupled with the devolution of the office of 
lay Abbot of Echternach, is strong evidence for the af- 
filiation and suggests the descent above set forth. 

The Plentagenets had still another descent from the 
Regniers, through Isabel of France, wife of Edward II. 
Henry II, Duke of Brabant, son of Duke Henry I and bro- 
ther of Mathilda (who married secondly, Floris IV, Count 
of Holland, cf. ante, 25:231), married about 1215, Mary, 
daughter of Philip, King of the Romans, and granddaugh- 
ter of Barbarossa, Henry II died 28 Feb. 12h,7/8 « They 
had: 

Mathilda of Brabant, died 29 Sept. 1288; married in 
1237, Robert, Count of Artois, born 1216, died 8 Feb. 
1249/50, son of Louis VIII of France. They had: 

Blanche of Artois, born 12);5-50, died 2 May 1302; mar- 
ried lst, in 1269, Henry I, King of Navarre, who died in 
July 1274. They had: 

Jeanne of Navarre, born 1272, died 2 Apr. 1305; mar- 
ried 16 Aug. 128), Philip IV 'le Bel', King of France, 
born 1268, died 29 Nov. 131). They had: 

Isabel of France, born 1292, died 23 Aug. 1358; mar- 
ried 25 Jan. 1307/8, Edward II, King of England, born 25 
Apr. 128), died 20 Jan. 1326/7; parents of Edward III. 


CLARK OF GRANVILLE, MASS., AND LISLE, N.Y. 


By Mrs. Hoyt E. Whelan, of Tecumseh, Mich. 


The vital records of Granville, Mass., show the death 
of Joseph Clerk on 15 Oct. 1780, and of his wife Grace 
on 27 Sept. 1766. Among their children were David Clark, 
a Revolutionary soldier, and Elizabeth Clark who married 
at Granville, 12 Feb. 1756, Aaron Seward and had, with 
others, a son Jedediah Seward, born 26 May 1758. The 
last-named made an affidavit in 1819 in behalf of the 
pension claim of his uncle, David Clark. The pension 
papers of David Clark (W 23817) contain an unusual amount 
of information, including family records, and the fol- 
lowing data have been abstracted: 

David Clark, resident of Broome County, N.Y., applied 
lh May 1818, aged 62 years. He enlisted 10 May 1776, at 
Granville, Hampshire Co., Mass., under Capt. Libbeus 
Ball, Col. Leonerd, Massachusetts Line, and was discharg- 
ed at Morristown, N.J., 15 Feb. 1777; was in battles of 
Frogs Point, Trenton and Princeton. 

13 Sept. 1820, David Clark, aged 6), resident of 
Lisle, Broome Co., N.Y., repeated the above and declared 
his pension number to be 14,106, Act of 1818. Unable to 
labor on account of palsy for 5 years; wife Bridget, aged 
60, troubled with rheumatism; one son, George, aged 17, 
in.good health. Notation on slip filed with this appli- 
cation: "Died 24d Nov. 163." 

19 May 1819, Jedediah Seward of Chenango, Broome Co., 
N.Y., testified that he “is acquainted with David Clark 
who now lives in Lisle, Broome Co., and was acquainted 
with him in the year 1776, and that David Clark entered 
service May 1, 1776 in Capt. Libbeus Ball's company, Col. 
Leonard's Regt., and continued until the middle of Feb. 
1777, and was discharged at Morristown, N.J., and that 
he also entered the service at the same time and served 
with him and was discharged at the same time." 

% June 1819, Reuben Clark of Pompey, Onondaga Co., N. 
Y., testified that he was acquainted with David Clark in 
1776 and 21173 that David enlisted and served letc.]. 

31 Oct. 1838, Calvin Clark, of Caroline, Tompkins Co., 
N.Y., aged 5, swore that he was son of David and Brid- 
get Clark. 

29 Oct. 1838, Mary Culver, of Lisle, Broome Co., N.Y., 
aged 56, testified that she was daurhter of David and 
Bridget. 

15 Nov. 1638, Hannah Clark, aged &);, resident of Kort- 
right, Delaware Co., N.Y., testified that she was well 
acquainted with David Clark and Bridget Lord, and that 
she was present and saw them married 9 Nov. 1780. 

In one of her affidavits, Bridget Clark stated that 
she was married to David Clerk, 9 Nov. 1780, in New Con- 
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cord, Columbia Co., N.Y¥., and that he died 23 Nov. 184). 
They were married by Rev. Mr. Clark of North Chatham, 
Columbia Co., N.Y., marriage record and his death in 
Family Bible. In her application of 22 Apr. 183, Brid- 
get Clark ststed her age as 83, and gave her residence 
as Lisle, Broome Co., N.Y. 

h April 1839, George H. Clark, of Caroline, Tompkins 
Co., N.Y., testified that he cut the annexed record of 
the marriege of David Clark to Bridget Lord from the 
Bible of the late David Clerk, deceased, and kept the 
record as above nemed since the decease of the said Da- 
vid Clark, and he knows the handwriting of the marriage 
eeeetO be that of David Clark. 

[The Bible record filed with these pension papers is 
the original one, cut from an old Bible. The record is 
in only two handwritings, that of David Clark and that 
of George H. Clark, as per the testimony of the latter. 
The following part wes written by Devid Clerk.) 


David Clark was born November the Ninth, 1755. 

Bridget Lord was born July Second AD 1760. 

November the Ninth, 1780, David Clark and Bridget Lord Joined in 
Covenant of Marriage. 

Mary Clark was born tuesday April 16, AD 1782.
